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HOUSES OF CONGRESS. 


Clearing the Way for an 
Early Adjournment 


H ie House Refuses to Consider 


Morrison’s Tariff Bill. 


Mr. 


Ulair’s Pet Measure of Education 
Hopelessly Lost. 


M onday was a light day in both houses 
of Congress. Bills of a not im portant pul>- 
lic nature wore generally railroaded at a 
Blow pace through the Senate. 
Senator 
H oar subm itted a Joint resolution propos­ 
in g a constitutional am endm ent to provide 
H b a t th e term of otticeof th e President and 
• I tho F iftieth Congress shall continue 
u n til the last Tuesday of April. 1889, at 
n o o n ; the Senators, whose existing term s 
w ould otherw ise expire March 4, 1889, 
shall continue In office until noon of the 
last Tuesday in April succeeding such ex­ 
piration. and th a t tho last Tuesday of 
April, at noon, shall thereafter he substl- 
Btituteld for the 4tli of M arch as tho com­ 
m encem ent and term ination of the ollicial 
term of the president, vice-president, sena­ 
tors and representatives in Congress.” The 
N orthern Pacific land grant forfeiture bill 
was taken up. Van W yck, Brown, George 
aud others made speeches. Mr. Edm unds 
offered a resolution for reference to the 
com m ittee on rules, and it was so referred, 
providing for a change in the rules of the 
Senate so as to m ake it possible to lav on 
the table a m otion to reconsider w ithout 
aff ecting the question in reference to which 
the motion is made. At 6 o’clock, Mr. 
George having the floor on tho forfeiture 
bill, the Senate adjourned. 
Mr. H ew itt of New York introduced into 
th e House a joint resolution with a whereas, 
declaring th at 
T h e Kncle Hhoiitd Scream 
w ith fitting vigor on the centennial anni­ 
versary occurring in 1889, of the inaugura­ 
tion of George W ashington as first presi­ 
dent 
of 
the U nited 
States and 
tho 
establishm ent of 
a 
constitutional gov­ 
ernm ent, and providing for the appoint­ 
m ent of a com m ittee of senators and repre­ 
sentatives to report a plan for celebrating 
th e occasion in an appropriate m anner. 
Tho traction railway bill, which proposes 
to grant a charter tor a cable road in W ash­ 
ington. and 
give 
the 
rig h t 
of 
way 
through more than th irty m iles of streets, 
is vigorously opposed by all who have 
stock in the present horse railroad in th at 
city, was taken up, aud after a heated de­ 
bate was laid over. The sundry civil appro­ 
priation bill was completed. The bill appro­ 
priates 821,059.822. 
Tho estim ates were 
*33,554.000. The am ount appropriated by 
th e bill last year was $26,205,747. Mr. 
Morrow of California introduced a bill to 
encourage inventors, which gives $10,000 a 
year to State institutions for tho prom otion 
of inventions and Hie protection of inven­ 
tors. A bill was passed prohibiting book­ 
m aking of all kinds and pool selling in the 
D istrict of Columbia. 
T uesday.—T he N orthern Pacific railroad 
forfeiture bifl was passed bv the Senate 
w ith hut one negative vote, th at of Mr. 
B lair of New Ham pshire. 
The wonder is 
th a t three days should have been spent in 
heated debate when there was 
Huch U n an im ity o f Sentim ent. 
‘ T he bill as am ended by Mr. Van W yck 
^forfeits the g ran t covering 214 milos be­ 
tw een W allula and Portland, and sovcnty- 
Iwo m iles unfinished of the Cascade branch, 
In all about 3,000,000 acres. Tho am end- 
taont declares th e forfeiture of tho lands 
coterm inous with the uncom pleted portion 
pf the Cascade branch at the date on wnich 
the 
bill 
is passed. 
A m endm ents woro 
offered by Mr. Van W yck and Mr. Blair, but 
were speedily rejected. Then, on m otion of 
Mr. Dolph, the bill, repealing the pro-omp- 
tion tim ber culture and desert land acts 
was laid before the Senate, and was th e un­ 
finished business for the morrow. 
In the House the Legislative appropria­ 
tion bill was discussed in com m ittee of the 
whole. Changes wore m ade in salaries of 
no general interest, except th a t of the pen- 
aion commissioner, which was m ade $4000 
a year. 
W e d n e sd a y .—In th e Senate, Mr. Hoar 
Spade a vigorous speech on the fishery dis­ 
pute, and Mr. W ilson of Iowa obtained 
leave, pending the regular order, to spoak 
on the bill m aking the rate of postage on 
fourth-class 
m ail 
m atter two cents an 
ounce. Mr. Wilson proceeded to show how 
’trade was centralizing in tho large retail 
■establishments of a few great, cities, to the 
loss and destruction of the retail bouses of 
sm all towns and of tho country districts 
throughout th e Union. H e showed the 
V e ry L u r i e R e t a il I liiiiu e ti 
dono through the m ail by the New York 
retail houses in com petition w ith the local 
dealers all over the 
country. The city 
houses got the ready cash business, and the 
local dealers could therefore got hardly any 
but a credit business. He advocated Hie 
passage of the bill increasing tim rate of 
postage on m erchandise. If Congress, ho 
added, was not ready to pass it. tho tim e 
would come when tile disturbance to the 
business of the country by the present sys­ 
tem would compel the increase of tho rate. 
Tile Senate considered the House bill re­ 
pealing tile pre-emption, tim ber culture 
and desert land acts. 
The Senate com m it­ 
tee on public lands has am ended the Houso 
bill by substituting tho provisions of tho 
Senate bill. After debate the Senate ad­ 
journed w ithout action. 
T he House wont into com m ittee of tho 
whole on tho l e g is la te appropriation bill. 
Tho clause relating to the pension office 
gave rise to tho 
usual 
discussion 
as 
to 
the partisan 
m ethods employed iii 
th e conduct of th at bureau by tho present 
aud previous adm inistrations. Messr». Gall- 
inger, Townsend and Reed joining. Finally 
tho discussion was closed w ith a speech by 
Mr. C urtin of Pennsylvania, in which he 
appealed to the House to proceed to business 
and quit fighting the war' over again. A 
num ber of am endm ents wore offered and 
agreed to. The com m ittee then rose and 
reported the hill to th e House. Tho am end­ 
m ents agreed to in com m ittee increasing 
tim compensation of the assistant treasurers 
a t Chicago, St. Louis, Boston and Ban F ran­ 
cisco were rejected by tho House. 
Tho 
am endm ent appropriating $10,000 for addi­ 
tional em ergency clerks, m essengers and 
■watchmen at the sub-treasury 
at New 
York was also rejected. 
Tho other am end­ 
m ents were agreed to in gross, and the 
bill was passed 
The House at 4.30 took a 
recess. 
A t It* E v e n in g S e ssio n 
the House passed twenty-five bills of a 
private character, am ong them being a 
Senate bill granting tho franking privilege 
to the widow of General U. S. G rant, and a 
House bill for the rolief of the survivors of 
tho exploring steam er Jeannette and the 
widows and children of those who perished 
in the retreat from the wreck of th a t vessel 
in the Arctic seas. 
T h u rs d a y .—Among hills passed M as one 
to pay to the representative of the govern­ 
m ent of G reat Britain 815,500. to enable 
th a t governm ent to indem nify the owners 
of the British bark Chance for abandoning 
their w haling voyage in tim Arctic ocean in 
1871 and resetting ninety-six Am erican sea­ 
men from shipw reck in the ice. Mr. Frye 
explained th at tim action of this bark was 
m ost hum ane 
and 
cieditable. 
Having 
heard th at American vessels were so placed 
as to 
involve 
the destruction 
of nil 
hands 
if 
not 
speedily 
relieved, 
the 
bark prom ptly abandoned its own busi­ 
ness for tim season and w ent to the res­ 
cue of tile Americans. Mr. Frye thought it 
a sham e that this claim had for so many 
years boon before Congress-without passing. 
Among other bills passed was one appro- 
printing $35,000 for the completion of the 
public building at Concord, N. H. 
Mr. 
F rye’s lull authorizing tho President of the 
U nited States to invito, on behalf of the 
people of the United States, delegates from 
Mexico and Central Mio South America, to 
m eet in W ashington. October I, 1887. to 
rivet delegates on tile part of the United 
States, to consider such 
questions 
and 
recom m end such m easures as shall be to 
the m utual interest and common 
W e lf a r e o f th e A m erica n State*, 
was passed. 
Tho House considered the land fore­ 
closure bills, it being tho desire of tho com­ 
m ittee on public lands to reach the bill for 
tho forfeiture of certain lands granted to 
tho State of Iowa to aid in the constriction 
of railroads, hut as tho bills on the calendar 
preceding tins olm had to be laid aside, and 
as Mr. S trait of Minnesota, Mr. La Follette 
and Mr. Thomas of W isconsin dem anded a 
separate vote on each m easure, m uch timo 
w as consumed in voting by tellers. Tho

[A more ex- I 
tended notice of th is action will be found in I 
another colum n.] On m otion of Mr. Her­ 
bert of Alabama. chairm an of tho com m it-J 
tee on naval affairs, the House, at 2 o’clock, I 
went into com m ittee on the naval appro­ 
priation bill. Mr. H erbert explained that 
the bill appropriated for Hie next fiscal year 
$ 11.849,858, while tho aggregate ot tho at>- 
propnatlons for tho current year was $15,- 
029,704. Ho then proceeded to explain in 
detail the provisions of the bill, and took 
occasion to impress upon tho com m ittee the 
necessity of a thorough reorganization of 
the civil establishm ent of the navy. Mr. 
Hepburn of Iowa m ade a speech in reply to 
th at of Mr. W heeler of Alabama, relative 
toE dw iu SI, Stanton, and then the com­ 
m ittee rose and tho House adjourned.

F riday.—On motion of Senator Hawley 
today, Sir. Vance’s bill repealing tho civil 
service law was indefinitely postponed; 
yeas, 33; nays, C. Thoso voting in the neg­ 
ative were 
Messrs. Berry, Call, Eustis, 
Harris; Jones of Nevada, 
and 
Vance. 
Among the bills passed were the following: 
A House bill reducing from eight to five 
cents the fee on dom estic money orders tor 
sums not exceeding $5; a hill prohibiting 
the publication of lottery advertisem ents in 
tho D istrict of Colum bia and the T errito­ 
ries; the Frye bill providing for the pay­ 
m ent of 50 cents per m ile for carrying for­ 
eign m ails of the U nited States; a hill to 
increase tho efficiency of tile arm y (Mr. 
Logan's am ended bill). 
It om its the clause ; 
providing for the increase of the army. 
Then the Senate adjourned till Monday. 
N u v n l K ill* In th e l l uune. 
In the House, Mr. Belm ont of New York, 
from the com m ittee on foreign affairs, re­ 
ported back tho m essage of the President 
on tho subject of the inaugration of the 
statue of “Liberty E nlightening the W orld,” I 
and it was referred to the com m ittee on ap­ 
propriations. P rivate business having been 
dispensed with, tho Houso wont into com­ 
m ittee of the whole on the naval appropria­ 
tion bill. 
The Stanton debate was contin­ 
ued bv Mr. Hepburn of Iowa, who criticised 
Mr. W heeler’s speech upon tho late secre­ 
tary of war. 
O ther gentlem en followed 
with rem arks th at boro little reference to 
tho nill before th e com m ittee. 
Mr. Wise 
of V irginia 
urged 
upon 
the m ajority 
tho propriety and necessity for a rehabilita­ 
tion of the navy. 
Mr. Boutelle of Maine 
supported the general features of the bill, 
though lie said th a t during tho IivC-minute 
debate he would have occasion to criticise 
particular provisions. 
Mr. Golf of West 
V irginia attributed the present deplorable 
condition of tile navy to the idiotic policy 
of appropriation by Congress, and denied 
th at it was the result of extravagant ex­ 
penditures by form er secretaries of the 
navy. Mr. O’Neill of Missouri subm itted 
an argum ent favoring liberal appropria­ 
tions for the navy, for seacoast defences 
and the torpedo service. 
Mr. Hayers of 
Texas defended the action of the secretary 
of the navy in connection with the Dolphin, 
and criticised the reports of the advisory 
board. 
Mr. H erbert of Alabam a off ered an 
am endm ent to the clause relative to tho 
pay of the navy, reappropriating $766,380 
of the surplus on hand to tho credit of the 
pay ot the navy; agreed to. 
Mr. Buck of 
Connecticut offered an 
am endm ent ap­ 
propriating $8000 for tho w ar college at 
Newport, ii. I.; rejected. After com pleting 
the consideration of one-lialf of the bill tho 
com m ittee rose and the Houso took a recess. \ 
At the evening session tho Houso passed 
twenty-six private 
pension 
bills. 
Mr. 
W allace of Louisiana took th e Houso to 
task for tho sm all attendance at the night 
sessions, and gave notice th a t on next 
Friday night he would dem and a quorum .

Mr. Gibson of W est V irginia attributed

m ism anagem ent.

Reed 
denied th e charge and placed tho responsi­ 
bility upon the Dem ocratic party, which 
had had control of the House since tho 
Forty-fourth Congress, w ith the exception 
of 
tile 
Forty-seventh 
Congress. 
The 
am endm ent was lost, 74 to 97. The com­ 
m ittee thou rose and reported the bill to 
tho House. It was finally laid aside until 
Monday. Mr. Morrow of California then 
ottered resolutions expressing the sorrow 
w ith which the Houso had received the an­ 
nouncem ent of tim death of John P. Miller, 
late United States senator from California. 
A fter eulogistic speeches by Messrs. Gros­ 
venor of Ohio, H olm an of Indiana. Tucker 
of Virginia, B utterw ortli of Ohio and Mc­ 
K enna of Californio, the resolution was 
unanim ously adopted, and Hie House, at 
4.85, adjourned out of respect to tho m em ­ 
ory of tho deceased. 


W h e n W ill It A dlourn? 
Representative Anderson 
introduced a 
resolution in tho House on Friday providing 
for the sojournm ent of Congress on Satur­ 
day, Ju ly 3. The resolution was referred to 
tile com m ittee on ways and moans, where 
it will slum ber u n til such tim e as the lead­ 
ers of the m ajority decide it is expedient to 
end tho session, 
rh o defeat of M orrison’s 
tariff bill has greatly simplified tile situa­ 
tion. Mr. Morrison today said th a t ho be­ 
lieved Congress would adjourn by the loth 
of July, and lie knew th at adjournm ent on 
th at day u tterly precludes th e ideas of 
tariff discussion. Mr. Randall, in conver­ 
sation 
w ith your 
correspondent today. 
said the Anderson resolution to adjourn 
on the 3d am ounted to nothing. He said: 
“ We will 
adjourn 
as 
soon 
as 
the 
appropriation bills aro out of the w ay.” 
The House appropriation com m ittee is hard 
at work on tho lulls yet undisposed of. 
Efforts will be m ade to got uptlie interstate 
commerce bill and the Eads ship railroad 
bill. Mr. Tucker intends to try to pass tho 
anti-polygamy bill. Tho naval reconstruc­ 
tion bill is still on the calendars. The 
am endm ent to tho T hurm an sinking fund 
act, tho seventy-year extension, is still 
pending. 
The public, lands com m ittee de­ 
m ands time. Tho foreign affairs com m ittee 
has not succeeded in passing a single meas­ 
ure yet, and thaw too, will dem and aday. 
Num erous special orders are pending. Tho 
labor com m ittee is clamorous. The agricul­ 
ture com m ittee intends to insist upon the 
passage of the departm ent of agriculture 
bill. These m easures alone, evon if they 
fail of passage, m ust prolong the session.

The m otive for the deed 
grow out of com plications of Richmond 
Advertising Agency, Colonel Strong being 
an attorney in tho case and to whom in 
connection w ith others, Richm ond charged 
all his late

effect, one in the breast and tho other in the 
neck, either of which would have proved

D E A T H O F H O U A U T P A S H IA . 


A C a p ta in VVh a B la d e T u r k e y '* F le e t 
F o r m id a b le in W a r . 


L o n d o n . June IO.—H obart Fasba (the 
Hon. Augustus Charles Hobart), m arshal of 
tho Turkish em pire, is dead. 


Hobart Pasha, the English naval captain. 
so long at tlie head ot the T urkish navy, 
was the third son of tho Earl of Bucking­ 
hamshire, and was born April I, 1822. In 
ISIK* lie joined the royal navy, and was 
highly com m ended 
for service in boat 
actions in suppressing tho slave trade in 
Brazilian waters. Iii 1845 ho was honored 
with tile com m and of the Q ueen’s yacht, 
where he served two years. On the out­ 
break of the war w ith Russia he was ap­ 
pointed to tho com m and of the Driver, in 
the Baltic sea. and served w ith distinction 
at tho canturo of Bom arsund and tho at- 
j tack on Abo. in the gulf of Finland. 
The close of the war loft him w ithout 
activo em ploym ent and he retired on half- 
I pay, but during tho civil war in tiffs coun­ 
try ho com m anded a sw iftblockado runner, 
tho Dim, along the coast of North Caro- 
| lina, in keeping up m aritim e com m uni­ 
cations in spite of the Federal blockading 
I squadron, lie published a story of these 
! exploits under tho nam e of Captain Rob* 
I orts. In 1862 he was made a post-captain 
I in Hie British navy, and in 1868 entered 
j the Turkish service and was appointed to a 
| high com m and in tho O ttom an navy. In 
1807 lie reversed his form er position by 
I using the (lect at bis command to stop the 
blockade running a t Crete. A fterw ard lie 
conducted on the part of the Sultan tlie 
negotiations which grew out of tho Druse 
disturbances in Syria, aud was rewarded by 
tlie Austria. French, and Turkish govern­ 
ments. By the latter he was m ade adm iral 
and pasha, and subsequently served as in­ 
spector-general of the Sultan’s navy. In 
1861, at the instigation of the Greek m inis­ 
ter he was struck off tile British navy list. 
On a Plea to the British governm ent th at 
he hail by his conduct averted a European 
war; th at ho had organized the Turkish 
navy into a high state of efficiency,ond th at 
lie lied m aterially helped Turkey, tho ally 
of Great Britain, and tin* fact of his having 
been dismissed 
t lie 
British navy 
had 
boon made use against him. Lord Derby, 
“as a m atter of im perial policy,” supported 
Hobart’s petition for reinstatem ent 
He 
was again placed on the list as captain in 
1874. 
iu 1877, on the outbreak of tho war 
betwcon Russia and Turkey, H obart Pasha 
was appointed to tho com m and in chief of 
tho Turkish navy. As the British govern­ 
m ent 
had 
lssuod 
a 
proclam ation 
of 
neutrality, Hot.art’s position attracted at­ 
tention. Ho cut the knot by w ithdraw ing 
fro m tho British service. Except for a 
passage down tlie Danube under a heavy 
fire from Russian batteries and Roum anian 
forts, little was heard of Hobart Pasha dur­ 
ing tile war. But ho evidently pleased tho 
Sultan, who mndo him a “M ushir," or m ar­ 
shal of the empire, tho first Christian upon 
whom such honor had boon conferred.

fact, 
the only foreign 
officer 
of 
note 
iii the T urkish service who 
had been perm itted to lead "tho faithful” 
without 
having 
abjured 
his 
religion.

Pasha was an uncom prom ising 
Kussophobist, and an ardent defender of

Hultan’s 
governm ent 
again-1 
its 
enem ies in the English anti-Turkish press.

The products of the factory 
Delude m any finished dyes of various col­ 
ors and nitro-bcnzol, aniline 
and aliza­ 
rine. 
It is well known th at nitro-bcn- 
zol is to some extent poisonous, yet for 
four 
years 
am ong 
the 
tw enty-four 
men em ployed in tile nitrobenzol nous© 
sym ptom s of "nitro-henzolism us” appeared 
in only fire cases. Among the tw enty-nine 
men iii the aniline house during the saino 
tim e there were eighteen casas of aniline 
poisoning, non© of which proved fatal. In 
too m agenta house the employes uoro al­ 
ways colored w ith tho dye even to the in­ 
side of the m outh, and from this it is as­ 
sumed th at some of the m aterial m ust have 
beep swallowed, yet no case of specific poi­ 
soning lins been found am ong them for 
many years. 
It is claim ed th a t m agenta, when m ade I 
without arsenic, is not hartnfut 
in th© I 
slightest degree. Dr. G randhnm m e found 
the average rate of m ortality am ong these 
workm en rensmiaoly good and the experi­ 
m ents favorable to dispel any fears from 
tho poisonous effects of coal tar colois.

In pre­ 
paring liquid rennet the best fluid to soak

water, 
boiled 
and skimmed

stand for sediment to settle. Carefully 
drawn off, it 
is as pure as anything 
that can lie obtained for tho purpose. 
It 
was formerly recommended that about one 
pound of salt should be* added to twenty 
pounds of water, making a weak brine in 
which to soak the sains. But more recently 
tile use of a saturated brine has been rec­ 
ommended for the reason that the weak 
brine, alter soaking the skins, lias to be 
made into a saturated one in order to pre­ 
serve the rennet preparation, and this addi­ 
tional amount of salt slowly reduces the 
strength of the liquid until about one-third 
of it is gone, ho it is thought better to start 
with the saturated brine, and by so doing 
obtain a preparation having a more nearly 
preserved unifotniity of strength.

the salt destroys so much of the strength of 
the rennet does not seem to be understood. 
It is believed that this might have the 
effect of partially destroying the vitality 
of the spores, or of Paralyzing them, as 
it were, 
and 
leaving 
them 
dormant. 
Another 
view 
is 
that 
the 
spores 
of rennet are 
secreted in little tubes 
opening into the stomach through its lining 
membrane. These, as they mature, are dis­ 
charged, somewhat as a hen m aybe sm>- 
posed to lay her eggs. Back of the mature 
Spores are those not quite mature, and then 
those still less developed, and so on to toe 
merest rudiniental beginningof spores, and 
that the older and more mature spores are 
riot in lured at all by the action of the sa lt- 
that they possess sufficient energy to resist 
its action; but that the least ueyeloped 
spores that are washed out, and at first add 
to the strength of the liquid, are too feeble 
to resist the action of the salt, and hence 
are actually killed by it. The la d that pre­ 
pared rennet Joses about 30 lier cent. of its 
strength would seem to indicate that 30 
per cent, of the spores of rennet extracted 
from the skins are too undeveloped and 
feeble to resist the action of the salt, or 
whatever cause there may bo for the weak­ 
ening of the rennet prenarotion. 
But to return to the subject el hot-weather 
cheese-making and Hie troubles encoun­ 
tered. This is tho season of tho year when 
the cows like to get into the wet, cool places 
and are likely to crop more or less coarse 
grasses and unwholesome woods. 
These 
are by no means conducive to the produc­ 
tion of tirst-elass cheese. They more or less 
derange tho system of Hie cow, and in addi­ 
tum to their direct deleterious effect on the 
milk. induce a feverish condition ol her 
system that causes feverish milk. 
Tills 
helps to make floating .curds aud bad- 
flavored, bad-keepmg cheese. This in turn 
makes the buyers turn un their noses. Then 
the natrons complain and criticise, and the 
poor cheese maker shakes in his boots. 
Vet. in reality, he may not be in the least 
to blame, the lault lying in the production 
and delivery to him of fevered, unwhole­ 
some milk, which possibly 
may 
result 
in bomelMxiy's eating poison cheese. 
In 
various w ays the cows are liable to have 
their milk-secreting functions more or less 
deranged in very not weather. They may­ 
be w orried by dogs or boys, or in some cases 
voracious tiles. They get into the marshes 
and woods and browse around generally, 
picking up morsels of vegetation which 
they would riot touch or think of eating in 
cool, pleasant weather. All these things, 
wholly invisible, add to tho perplexities ol 
the cheese-maker. Ho is not even aware, 
perhaps, yvliere the cows run, or w hat tiiey 
eat. or oven what they drink, for water 
which they imbibe irom tho marshes and 
stagnant pools may be literally alive w ith 
bacteria, alga? and other seeds of disease 
that both enter and derange tho cow’s sys­ 
tem, and by their presence aud an activo 
ferment to the milk in the vat. Tho patrons 
alone can guard against this evil. 
In any case, all the cheese-maker can do 
is to properly care for the milk, work it up 
as soon as possible, before active decompo­ 
sition sets in, aud get t he curd into a firm 
condition before putting to press. It may 
be well to salt a little higher in bot weather, 
as well as to make the curd a little tirun r. 
The latter can be done by carrying tho 
scalding a little further before drawing the 
whey, and keeping up the heat in tho curd 
until the cheesing process is carried beyond 
the point of possible hutting and swelling 
from the generation of gases while stand­ 
ing on the ranges in tho curing room. 
Cheese will bear to be made firmer in hot 
than in cold weather, and it will euro w ell 
al even a lower temperature. When there 
is the least suspicion of any taint in tho 
milk, or of any feverish condition, tho aim 
should be to get a separation of the curd 
from the whey as soon as possible, and to 
get tho curd out of the w hey expeditiously 
after the separation takes place, lf tho 
whey could run off as fast as it separates, it 
would carry with it many of the taints and 
impurities that would otherwise remain 
amu injure the cheese. Once a separation 
has 
been 
effected, if 
cheddaring 
is 
practiced, 
the 
principal 
danger 
is 
avoided. The choese-maaer then lias only 
to tip up one end of the vat. pile tho curd 
aloug tho side, cover the vat with a cloth to 
prevent rapid evaporation and loss of neat, 
and let the cheesing process go on. At in­ 
tervals of twenty minutes or so, if not 
oftener, let him cut tho curd into conven­ 
ient pieces—there is no harm, but advau- 
vanlage, in aiding the escape of whey, if 
required, in cutting the curd into quite 
small pieces—and turn them over, exposing 
their surfaces to the air, and turning the 
former cooled surfaces inward to absorb 
more lieut. During all tills time the tem­ 
perature should by all means bo kent up 
into the nineties until the acid is well tle- 
Velojied. There should be no hurry about 
getting to press. In this condition, no pos­ 
sible harm eau come to the curd, the only 
effect boing to advance the cheesing pro­ 
cess and save time in the curing room. 
There is not the least danger oi developing 
too much acid. By holuiug in this way long 
enough, all risk of sw elling and huffing may 
be obviated, especially ii the curing room 
is in a tit condition for curing cheese.—[Live 
Stock Journal.

Roots in the Milk Ration. 
Carrots make better flavored m ilk and 
butter, and rather more of them than man­ 
gels, when equal weights are fed. Mangels 
are notorious for m aking thin aud low fla­ 
vored, but not unwholesome, milk, like 
that from brewers’ grains. They have a 
food value as compared with carrots as 7 to 
9, but mangels are raised with less la! or 
and will produce about Ho tier cen t mote 
weight to the acre than carrots, about uOU 
bushels of carrots and POO of mangels boing 
the usual crop for an acre of good ground, 
lf good care be taken of them. As measured 
by analysis, five and a half pounds of car­ 
rots or seven pounds of mangels would have 
a value equivalent to one pound of oats. 
Owing to the quicker and more complete 
digestion and greater efficiency of green 
food than dry. something less than tile 
weights above named, perhaps a pound less 
of each,would be as valuable as a pound of 
oats. 
As a quart of oats weighs a pound, about 
eighteen pounds of carrots or twenty-four 
pounds cl mangels would be a lair ex­ 
change for four quarts of oats. In substitut­ 
ing roots for oats, it should be remembered 
that they differ so much in composition 
that one cannot fill the place of the other. 
Oats alone make an excellent milk-produc­ 
ing food, being well balanced as to ffesb- 
forming and heat-producing matters, while 
roots are very much Jacking in flesh-fonn- 
ing material. Something that will make 
more flesh than roots should be led with 
them. 
Wheat bran aud middlings would 
help them very mach, or an equal weight 
of early-cut clover hay, or one-eighth of 
their weight of linseed, cottonseed or pea 
meal. When fresh (not fermented? brewers* 
grains are fed with roots in equal weights 
each serves to correct tho defects of the 
other, and the two make a much hotter 
m ilk than either would alone.— [Professor 
L. B. Arnold.

Dividing B rea—Clipping tho Wing* of 
the Queen. 
Kow for the best way; or, still better, my 
way. The stock to lie divided should be 
strong in 
numbers, for, should they be 
divided when too weak, it is robbed of its 
power to generate beat for breeding; and 
should rainy weather begin, or cold spells, 
such as we are very liable to have, both 
divisions w ill often lie deficient in numbers 
aud stores for w inter; and let me say right 
here, that the secret of success ad the year 
round is strong stocks, for In summer they 
will work while the weak are idle, for with 
bees it is “in strength there is unity,” Take 
your new hive and set it close to the one 
that is to be divided; take out your frames 
very carefully and run your eye over them 
for the queen, for she must not go into Hie 
new hive ;takeout two-thirds of the combs, 
with bees and brood, and set into the new 
hive. being careful to get a frame oontain- 


queen, and t h o h a t c h i n g brood w i l l h e l p 
strengthen the c o l o n y . 
But tho true w a y 
and the o n l y w a y y o u c a n g e t t o perfection 
is to introduce a queen at oucc. 


C unning tho W in g s of th e Q ueen. 
Many large swarms are lost annually 
by 
going 
off 
to the woods 
(luring 
‘swarming tim e,” and much other trouble 
is caused by the bees setting up high in Hie 
branches of trees, all of which is easily 
avoided by clipping the wings 
of 
tho 
queens. This will in no sense prevent their 
swarming, but simply keeps them from ab­ 
sconding, as they will not leave without a 
queen. Besides it simplifies tho matter of 
hiving the bees when they have swarmed. 
Bees know but little as to hives. They avo 
governed by location. 
When tho queen is 
clipped she will most generally be found on 
the ground in front of the hive while the 
bees 
are 
swarming 
Have a hive in 
readiness, with the frames all Axed. After 
the 
bees 
have 
swarmed 
out, 
pick 
up the queen and put her in a safe 
placo, under a tumbler, or in a cage. 
Re­ 
move the old hive and place the new one 
where it stood. The bees will most gener­ 
ally settle, but as soon as they discover tho 
loss of their queen they will come back to 
the old spot and enter the new hive. 
As 
they commence going in put Hie queen 
down: let lier go in with tho bees and the 
hiving is done. 
The new* hive can be 
moved to another place after the bees are 
all in. or the old hive can he given a new 
location. Tho former plan is preferable, as 
it does not deplete the old colony quite so 
badly. Many bees tieing in the fields will 
return, making plenty to care for the brood 
and protect the stores.—[Indiana Farmer. 
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Profitable L atr C r«p »-Ilcan i, Peach- 
Blow P otatoes, Pum pkins and M illet. 
Often the farmer linds the first of June 
that he has some spare land on which he 
would like to grow a profitable crop, but 
pernaps bis experience is not sufficient to 
enable him to know how late ground may 
he profitably planted, or what it is best to 
plant late in the season. Sometimes the 
birds or cut-worms destroy the corn, or a 
clover field left to mow develops a growth 
of weeds with the clover which will dam­ 
age the hay, or occasionally the season is so 
early that a crop of clover may he cut for 
hay in May, 
and 
the stubble can no 
ploughed nnd a second crop grown to good 
advantage. The fact that for thirty years 
I have kept a farm diary and made a 
record of all farm work, enables me to 
knowr how* late it is safe to plant, aud 
what crops are likely to prove profitable 
when planted 
from 
May 20 to 
July 
I. Under favorable circumstances, beans 
will prove a profitable late crop. The 
first ten days in June is tho hest time 
to plant, and they wilt often ripen well if 
planted a week or two later. They belong 
to the legumes, an order of plants which 
furnishes a wise rotation for small grain; 
and. after several years’experience iii sow­ 
ing wheat on bean land, I would rather a 
field should grow beans as a preparation 
for this crop, than to lie fallow. The land 
should lie thoroughly prepared, harrowed 
till fine and level, and then the beans limy 
bo sown with Hie wheat drill, vising every 
second or third Hole; close planting enables 
them to shade Hie land tho sd nor and 
keep down tho weeds, and they will need 
but little cultivation. They 
should bo 
kept clean, However, and then the land 
w ill need no preparation for wheat beyond 
a thorough harrowing. The navy and mar­ 
row are probably the best varieties to 
grow, nnd I have known thirty lmshels to 
the acre of tho latter grown in my neigh­ 
borhood. One point I wish to impress on 
my readers is, the importance of immediate 
pulverization of the soil in all ploughing 
for late crops. 
You should have your 
roller harrow, or drag, in tho field with 
you, ana as often as every half day should 
thoroughly 
prepare 
what 
you 
have 
ploughed. 
Pe&cli-blow potatoes give as good, or even 
a hotter, crop when planted the first half of 
June, as if put in earlier. In 1884 I planted 
tin* first week in June, and in 1885 the sec­ 
ond week, and botli seasons I had a tine 
yield. Ko other potato which I ever saw 
will yield so well on thin upland,and a poor 
piece of land may be made better continu­ 
ally by growing a crop of rye, to be turned 
under each spring, or by rotating this vari­ 
ety of potato with oats, and sowing clover 
with the oats, to be turned dow n before 
planting tin* next crop of potatoes. 
Another crop which may be planted in 
June is pumpkins, and I arn of the opinion 
that if ilieir true feeding value was known 
our fanners would grow ten tons of them to 
whore they now grow one. Every year that 
I feed them adds to my estimate of their 
value. It is easy to make assertion I know, 
and requires long and careful experiments 
to establish facts, but until convinced by 
actual test I shall believe that tho tanner 
who has an abundant supply of pumpkins 
for fall feeding, and uses them as lie ought 
in feeding lings can reduce tho cost of pork 
one cent a pound or more. It pays to ma­ 
nure in the hill to give them a start, and as 
tiiey may be planted 8x10 feet it takes but 
little manure or time. If tho weather is 
dry step on tho seed before covering and 
press it into close contact with tho soil, and 


be careful to teach their sons and employes. 
A skilful cultivator will so cultivate crops 
as to make tho hoe hardly necessary, leav­ 
ing it so little to do, while an unskilful one 
will make hoeing the most expensive part 
of crop growing. Tho latter will seek to so 
guide the cultivator as to keep it from tear­ 
ing 
up 
or 
covering 
up 
the 
plants, 
while the former will so guide it as 
to cut up or cover 
the 
weeds quite 
close to 
the 
plants 
and 
yet 
avoid 
tearing up or covering them. This requires 
tho closest attention and a considerable 
exercise of tho muscles of Hie arms, at 
times, hut it pays. The better wav is to go 
twice in a row, tho first time giving especial 
attention to one row, the second time to the 
other, prepared to raise tho hind tooth so as 
to cut a very shallow* furrow, when neces­ 
sary to cut up weeds, very close to the 
plants, running deep enough to cut un tim 
sballow’er roots of the weeds without tear­ 
ing un the deeper roots of the corn, or 
whatever crop you may he cultivating. A 
careful man who will take the pains to do 
this can often save tho wages of two or 
three men with hoes. Then, later in the 
season, when the aim is to throw a little 
fresh soil around tim plants, this samo 
skill can bo exerted to advantage in cover­ 
ing weeds near the plants so as to smother 
them —(American Rural Homo. 


Corn Cultivation. 
Tho best plan we have hit upon for culti­ 
vation is, for tho first two ploughings, to 
use the barshare attachment to the two- 
horse cultivator, setting them on the inside 
next the row in such a position as to throw 
the dirt from the corn, running close to the 
stalks. 
The outside shovels 
following, 
throw* the loose dirt back again. For the 
plo’ighings reverse the barshare, holding it 
some distance from the corn, throwing the 
dirt toward the rows, winch will leave a 
depression in the centre, hut not a narrow 
ridge along tho rows to dry out quickly. 
Tbo general practice is locut it twelve hills 
square, making 144 hills to the shock, and 
what is generally done is generally correct. 
Some cut ten Iii.’In square, but this inter­ 
feres with the seeding, nnd leaves more of 
the fodder to spoil. 
Where help is plenty 
it is otten cut twenty-four by six. and then 
not attem pting to seed between the shock 
rows. In setting the stalks up to tho shook. 
they must set as perpendicular as pos­ 
sible, 
to 
stand, and 
should 
bo 
tied 
near 
the 
top and drawn as tight as 
possible to insure keeping out tho rain and 
snow. 
In husking, 
ti e chief attention 
should he given to the care of the fodder. 
Tho best plan yet devised is to tie into bun­ 
dles, and rick near where it is to be used, 
putting tbo tops together in a double row, 
keeping Hie middle very much higher than 
Hie outside. W ell toped out, we have had 
it to keep two years as bright as when first 
put in. 
Tho usual practice of reshocking in 
the field, to save labor at the time (though 
not in tho end!,'is a very wasteful one. We 
have a device tor cribbing I ho corn that is 
to be fed to the hogs as follow s: The cribs 
being just above the feeding floor aliout six 
feet. with slides in tho bottom, so as to 
allow the corn to drop dow*n as wanted on 
the floor. What is intended for the year's 
consumption should be placed in a rat-proof 
crib. The value of thecorn wasted annually 
in cribs that are not rat-proof is sufficient to 
pay the cost of making them so. Almost 
every section has its favorite variety.which 
shows tho* have their local adaptation. We 
would advise such as succeed best in Hie 
locality, as best suited to the soil and cli­ 
mate. Soil has more to do with the variety 
to he used than is generally considered. 
It 
is generally conceded that Hie yellow* corn 
does better on black ground than on a clay 
soil, and clay produces better of tho lighter 
colored kinds. Attention must be given in 
choosing the variety to Hie length of tho 
season. Tho early-maturing kinds are al­ 
ways smaller. 
It is not wise to go to either 
extreme, neither selecting too small on ac­ 
count of early maturity, nor yet too large, 
as it may not mature at all. The average 
size with average earliness is best 
For 
these reasons, for central Ohio,the Beaming 
is very good. H ie favorite corn for both 
black nnd clay grounds with us is a cross 
of the White Cai) and Meginnis,which gives 
a larger yield than any other with equal 
earliness, giving a larger amount of corn to 
Hie coli than any other. The cut w orms 
and wire worms are tho worst enemies of 
Hie corn crop. These worms arc so com­ 
mon ami well known to tho farmer that 
it is not worth while to explain what 
they are. 
Tile cut worm cuts off the 
corn in tho night and bur ifs itself in tho 
ground near the stalk by day. where it may 
be found and killed, but this is a tedious 
job. Late planting will sometimes avoid 
them. Very early planting gives an oppor­ 
tunity to replant. Tile wire worm works 
under tho ground, cutting out tho heart of 
the seed. 
We know of no efficient remedy 
for either, “but an ounce of prevention is 
wortli a pound of cure.” A proper rotation 
of crops is the best preventive against in­ 
sect enemies of all kinds. In an experience 
of twenty years with a three-years’ rotation 
of wheat, corn and clover, we have not had 
any trouble with cut worms in tho last fif­ 
teen and very little with wire worms. Con­ 
stant succession of Ute saino crops on Hie 
same ground tends to breed and multiply 
tho enemies to that crop. 
We raise about 
400 acres of corn animally, therefore our 
experience may bool values to beginners at 
least.—[Ohio Farmer. 


it will come up two or three days sooner if 
planted in loose earth. 
Millet, ii properly grown and cured is an 
excellent substitute for timothy hay, and 
by some stock leedors preferred, it may be 
sown any tim e in June. I think most far­ 
mers win»grow this crop fail to put tho land 
in suitable condition, lf possible it should 
be ploughed long enough before sow mg to 
allow the land to settle and the weeds to 
start, and then be harrowed very fine before 
tno seed is sown, and covered with a plank 
drag. Put in in this way tbo seed will bo 
covered ut a uniform depth and the earth 
lightly pressed to it so it will make a uni- 
lonn start, and there will be a nice level 
bottom tocut over. If sown for hay, three 
pecks of seed should be us d to the acre, as 
thick seeding will give a liner growth, but 
if you wish to grow seed, half this amount 
w ill be sufficient.—{Waldo F. Brown in In­

A Skilful 
Cultivator AV .ll M ake the 
H oe H ardly Jieeeu ary—The Culture 
of Coru. 
For tho next two months a part of tho 
forces of farmers, in the greater portion of 
the country, will be engaged in cultivating 
between tho rows of rowed crops, sueli as 
corn, potatoes, beans and garden vegeta­ 
bles. Tho evolution of the cultivator has 
been as marked as that of any other farm 
implement. The first cultivator we can re­ 
call, such as existed about fifty years ago, 
was of but little utility, aud we are not sur­ 
prised that it mado its way slowly, many 
farmers preferring tho corn plough. The 
teeth were of cast iron, dull, little fitted to 
penetrate hard ground, and of little use 
except to follow tho corn plough and stir 
up the soil that had loosened. 
Tho num­ 
ber of changes that primitive form of the 
cultivator has undergone since is very 
great, we question whether any one can say 
how great. It has been a poor year that has 
not produced one or more new cultiva­ 
tors. The most improved cultivator now 
lias teeth, or points of steel, sharp enough 
to penetrate the hardest soil, aud with 
mould-boards that will turn quite a furrow, 
to or from the row, as the operator chooses. 
It is also made so as to adjust it to any de­ 
sirable w idth of row, in the least possible 
time, and if may be gauged to run any de­ 
sirable depth by wheel and clevis. Tho 
operator can start it as soon as tho crop 
begins to show itself above ground, run- 
rinne tho hind teeth very close to the row 
without throwing any soil upon the plants. 
or it may be used atter the plants are well 
grown, to throw soil around them and cover 
weeds that otherwise would require tho hoe 
for their eradication. This frequent, almost 
constant, use of the cultivator among grow­ 
ing crops, during the hat. dry summer sea­ 
son, is calculated to produce the best possi­ 
ble conditions to promote the rapid devel­ 
opment of tile crops. W hile it breaks off , 
cuts up. tho fine capillary tubes that lead 
the moisture from the subsoil to the sur­ 
face, where it would be evaporated, leav­ 
ing it around the roots of crops.it brings 
cooler soil 
to the surface, which eou- 
den-.es the 
vapor in tho 
atmosphere, 
carrying it, with tho nitrogenous com­ 
pounds it holds in solution, down to tho 
roots of the plants, supplying them with 
appropriate nourishment. Wo cannot very 
well overestimate the importance of fre­ 
quent, 
thorough 
cultivation 
of 
crops 
through Hie growing season; it not oniy de­ 
stroys robber weeds, but also opens the way 
for the entrance of the atmosphere, laden 
with the gasses constituting more than 
nine-tenths of the substance of the plants. 
"I here is probably as much difference iii the 
inode of cultivating as iii the implements. 
Cultivating is an a^t which farmers should 


A'OXES o r EXPERIENCE. 


An Old Parmer'* Answer* to Im portant 
Qiiri ie*. 
An old farmer sends tho following para­ 
graphs to the 
American 
Agriculturist, 
mainly rn answer to questions: 
Four-rowed and six-rowccl barley are one 
and the same thing. 
In fact, I suppose 
there is no four-rowed barley. 
Barley is 
.either two-rowed or six-rowed. Two-rowed 
barley is later and heavier than the six- 
rowed. The six-rowed barley will germi­ 
nate in "malting” quicker than the two- 
rowed. and insisters will pay more for it on 
this account. 
We usually sowed tw o bushels of barley 
per aero. We drill it in, and at tho same 
time drill in with tho seed two hundred 
pounds of superpospliate per aero. With us, 
superphospate drilled in below the seed 
pays well 
on 
barley, 
oats, 
corn, 
and 
potatoes. There are a score, possibly a hun* 
Ired, good brands of superphosphate. Look 
at the analyses, and lf you no not under­ 
stand it, study the matter. 
It makes no 
difference whether the soluble phosphoric 
acid is obtained from rock phosphate or 
from bones. 
In my own ease, I buy the 
phosphate that will give us the most "solu­ 
ble phosphoric acid” at tho least cost. 
Barley does not do well on old sod land. It 
is sometimes sown to advantage on a one- 
year-old clover sod. 
As a rule, 
winter 
wheat does better after barley than after 
oats: mainly because the barley is harvest­ 
ed earlier, and there is more time to pre­ 
pare the land properly for wheat, lf you 
cannot get barley in before Hie 1st of May, 
better sow* oats, or plant corn, potatoes or 
beans. 
' Oats may be sown later than barley. They 
may also be sown on sod land. Of course, 
the earlier they can bo sown the better. We 
frequently sow oats aud pease together, gen­ 
erally one busliol of oats and two bushels of 
pease per acre. The crop can be cut with a 
reaper. They do well on sod or stubble. 
Tho earlier they aro sow n, and tho better 
the land, the better the crop. hut we have 
had good crops sown the first or second 
week rn May. 
One of our correspondents says he sows 
"five pecks of red clover per acre.” I sow a 
peck. Six quarts per acre is the usual quan­ 
tity. In seeding with oats, sow* a peck of 
timothy and a peck of Hover. 
Make Hie 
land as mellow as possible, and after the 
oats aro sown, go over the land with a 
smoothing harrow. Then sow* the seed and 
roll the land. The best roller I have ever 
used is made of iron cylinders, in three sec­ 
tions. one in front and two behind. 
Tho best tim e to cut timber for an ox 
yoke is when you find a stick of the right 
shape. 
'Hie best time to remove suckers from 
apple trees is today, or yesterday, or last 
month, or last summer, but never tomor­ 
row, nor next w eek. When you see one, off 
w ith it. When young you can strip them 
off with your hands with one-tenth tile labor 
that will be required to saw* or cut them off 
next spring. 
Tile best variety of potato is not yet dis­ 
covered. Plant tho kind most popular in 
your own neighborhood, and test a few* new 
sorts on a small scale. 
Watercress is a highly profitable crop. It 
does best in shallow* streams or ditches, with 
fresh water running all through tho year. 
A ‘‘stream with plenty of water in the 
spring, but which dries up in summer,” is 
not Hie best placo for it. Watercress sown 
on the side of astream running through a 
swamp on my farm, lias grown so thick that 
it sets back the water, and a now ditch iiad 
to be dug. 
To grow good beet or mangel seed, all 
that is necessary is to select the very best 
roots, and set them out in rows three or four 
feet apart, and a foot apart In the row. 
Cover the roots so that the top will be about 
an inch below* the Burlace. Nothing more 
is needed, except to keep the laud free from 
weeds. 
In seeding down a now lawn, the great 
point is to make the land rich and mellow. 
Work it with the plough, harrow, roller and 
steel rake, until it is as tine as a garden. If 
you are anxious to get the ground covered 
as soon as possible, sow the usual lawn 
grass mixtures, and a bushel per acre of m il­ 
let or hungarian grass. In a week or ten 
cays Hie millet will completely cover Hie 
ground and smother all the weeds. When 
tne millet plants aro two or three inches 
high, run tho lawn mower over it, aud re­ 
peat Hie cutting once aw eek. The grass 
and white clover will get well rooted before 
winter. You have quite a respectable look­ 
ing lawn from tho start, nnd next w inter 
the m illet will be killed. But if you try tho 
plan, do not forget to use the lawn mower 
early enough. A few* days’ delay and it will 
be too late. The m illet will get tile start of 
you and kill every spear of grass. But if 
you will commence early enough and keep 


the lawn mower going, you will got a nice 
lawn quicker In this way than in any other 
I have tried. I speak from actual experi­ 
ence. 
It is an easy matter to raise asparagus 
plant*. 
Sow the seed in rows eighteen 
inches or two feet apart. Drop two seeds to 
each inch of row. The seed can he sown with 
a garden drill. We have had good plants 
when sown as late as June, but earlier is 
better. All that is necessary is to keop tho 
land clean, but this is essential to success, 
How late wo can sow or plant with a 
reasonable prospect of getting a crop, de­ 
pends very much on the season, and some­ 
what on tho character of the soil. We can 
plant an early variety of potatoes as late as 
the middle of June. But you will, as a rule. 
get a far better crop if planted in May. I 
have had good corn planted the first week 
in Juno. Rutabagas have done well sown 
July 4. 
Mangel wurzels will produce a 
moderate crop sown any time in June, but 
if you want a big crop, sow* in May. I have 
had a very profitable crop of beans planted 
tho middle of .lune. 
But of course wo 
plantearlier if we can got time to do tho 
work. 
Wo plant with a drill in rows 
thirty inches apart, and drop about six 
beans in hills fifteen inches apart in the 
row. Tile quantity of seed required per acre 
depends on the size of the beans. The white 
Boston marrow beans require a bushel per 
acre; pea beans, three pecks per acre. 
If 
you drill in the seed right along the row, 
dropping the beans about an inch apart, 
you require about twice the quantity of seed. 
Some of our boan-growers think they get 
enough larger crops to more than pay for 
Hie extra seed, and for tho extra work in 
pulling the crop.

Seasonable Item * of In te re st— <3rn**-Fed

The best and most rapid way of propagat­ 
ing raspberries is by root cuttings. Take 
up Hie plants in the fall and cut the roots 
into pieces from one to three inches long. 
Then prepare boxes by boring holes in the 
bottom to insure drainage, placing little 
stones or bits of crock over thorn. Then 
cover with two inches of soil, then a layer 
of the root cuttings, and so op until the box 
is full. Bury this box in any dry soil so 
deep that tile roots will not bi? frozen. It is 
well to cover with hoards to carry off the 
water. In tile spring plant tho roots in rich 
soil about three inches deep. If the culti­ 
vating is to lie clone with a horse, the drills 
should bo three feet apart; if byhand, 
eighteen inches. It is well to cover with 
mulch after planting to insure moisture. Of 
course, the cuttings may ho mado in the 
early spring, but Mr. A. S. Fuller and oilier 
authorities prefer fall, as the roots callous 
during tho winter, and thus start more 
readily. 
Professor A. J. Cook much prefers tobacco 
to Mr, Woodward’s lard and kerosene for 
lice on cattle, and ho speaks from "abun­ 
dant experience.” 
For poultry ho has 
found lard and kerosene or sulphur and 
kerosene excellent. Ho always keeps such a 
mixture in the poultry house, and every 
few weeks in summer rubs tho roost poles 
with it, and occasionally at night under tho 
wings and tails and about tho breasts of hi,s 
birds, hitch use is not untidy, takes little 
tim e and does effectually destroy tho ver­ 
min. But on cattle or horses this mixture 
is disagreeable. Tim greased hair does not 
become smooth for days. and catches lunch 
dirt. Again, it is difficult to use so that a 
single application will suffice. On tho other 
hand ho has found live minutes enough to 
make a thorough application of Hie tobacco 
decoction. 
It is not unpleasant to apply, 
and if used on a warm <iay, and the animal 
is blanketed well tor an hour, it is attended 
with no danger. 
A writer in Hie Germantown Telegraph 
gives the following experience with the 
onion m agot: "A few years ago I sowed half 
an aero to onions. Tlievcame up splendidly, 
but soon tim m aggot commenced to prey on 
them and continued to do so until I became 
disc ouiagcd, and I thought that if they con­ 
tinued to eat one week longer my prospect 
for a crop of onions would bo ruined. I sent 
and got five gallons of tar and put one gal­ 
lon into forty gallons of water. and stirred 
it up thoroughly so as to give it the tar 
scent. I sprinkled my onions over once 
ivith this tar water, doing it with a common 
watering-pot. I saw no more effects of tho 
maggot, and had a nice yield of onions. I 
think that the scent of the tar water drives 
tho tty away, and it was by this means I 
saved my crop of onions.” 
What is known as June grass in tho North 
is identical with Hie famous blue grass of 
Kentucky. It Iihs a slightly bluish tinge, 
and Here, as in tho South, it is the sign of 
naturally strong land. It is probably the 
best of all grasses for pasturage, but not so 
good for hay. If left before cutting until 
its seed stalks run up, blue grass becomes 
nard and woody. In fact, it should never, 
oven as bay, bo allowed to seed. Frequent 
cuttings, as on lawns, can thus lie made, 
and though grass with all leaves and no 
stalks would be difficult to euro, it will 
make the very best of hay. 
But .lune grass 
is much better adapted to pasturing than to 
meadow, and, while clover and timothy 
will yield so much greater weight of prod­ 
uce, June grass Is little likely to be gener­ 
ally grown. 
This plan for starting a strawberry bed 
bas succeeded well, and is worthy of trial 
by other* who doubt their ability to grow 
this luscious fruit. In planting potatoes last 
spring the hills were made three feet apart 
in tile row, and soon after the potatoes came 
up a strawberry plant was set between each 
two hills. Of course, the strawberries were 
cultivated as often as the potatoes were dug; 
they had plenty of room to spread out 
and grow. Tile result of tho good cultiva­ 
tion given them Is a very promising crop 
for this spring. 
A correspondent of the Iowa Homestead 
thinks he has discovered a new way of 
milking that increases the flow of milk. He 
used to milk with ‘‘oho hand up while Hie 
other was down.” Ile now milks with "both 
hands up and down together, instead of 
alternately.” Tho correspondent referred 
to thinks lie has increased Hie flow ot milk 
from one cow by the simultaneous move­ 
ment of both hands at least 8 or IO Der 
cont., and from another, 4 or 5 per cent 
Near slaughter-houses and soap factories, 
farmers can mako small fortunes at duck 
raising. A duck is as great a scavenger as 
a hog. Ducks will thrive well on off al and 
slaughter-house refuse. It is an all too com­ 
mon practice to di ag the carcass of a horse 
into tile yard, cut it up and let the ducks 
feed at it. A few* weeks feeding on grain is 
supposed to "sweeten” the flesh and take 
away Hie peculiar '‘m eaty” taste. Small 
wonder that fanners who depend mainly 
upon grain tor duck feed cannot compete 
in price with the largo yards. These slaugh­ 
ter-fed ducks should come.into the same re­ 
gard as slaughter-fed hogs and "bull but­ 
ter.” 
Canada thistles that have an even start 
with either oats or barley will ripen their 
seed before tho grain is ready to harvest- 
This should bo prevented if possible, as 
thistle seed going with grain straw into tho 
manure heap is one of tho ways in which 
this pest is spread. A man with a sharp 
hoe will cut out tho thistles in the grain 
while it is yet small, and in many cases the 
gain to the grain crop will entirely pay for 
this expense, leaving tho check to the 
thistles as clear profit from tho operation. 
For bagging grapes got ordinary two, 
pound paper bags, such as are used by gro­ 
cers. excepting in tho ease of large bunches, 
when a three-pound size would, ho better. 
Clip tho tw*o lower corners to allow escape 
of any water that may enter. When the 
berries aro as large as pease, slip tho bags 
over the bunch, fold the upper corners 
around the stem and fasten securely with a 
pin. It is unnecessary to exclude air, as 
the preservative principle appears to bo 
shade and moisture. Of course, insect at­ 
tacks are also avoided. 
It is easy to get rid of black ants. They 
live in ant hills and generally near the 
buildings. Open these lulls with a hoe, 
scatter on a handful of salt and sprinkle on 
a quart of water and tho ants will leave im­ 
mediately. Yesterday my house was over­ 
run with these insects. I found eleven ant­ 
hills within two rods of the building, and 
today there Is not an ant to bo found any­ 
where on or about tho premises. 
If your hogs begin to cough, look out for 
malignant lung troubles. It thoy mope and 
lie about their beds, intestinal difficulties 
may be suspected. Plenty of pure air. pure 
water, and varied food will scare away ma­ 
lignant diseases. How many farmers pay 
plover attention to Hie condition of their 
hogs and where they aro kept? 
lf tim lawn is not looked after it inevita­ 
bly gels ragged. The grass will die out in 
places and hare spots will appear. 
These 
may be raked or hoed to a good tilth and 
grass seed sown thereon, or they may bo 
sootier and better lilied by grafting small 
pieces of sod therein. Tho best plan, how­ 
ever, is to graft in a few bits of sod, and 
also sow seed. One will help the other. 
Tho sulphide of potash is highly praised 
in England as an 
efficient preventive 
against aud remedy for mildew. It is used, 
according to tile London Garden, in the 
strength of one quarter or half-ounce to a 
gallon of water, and is best applied by 
means of a spray nozzle. It is claimed that 
this solution does not injure tho foliage in 
the least, and loaves no unsightly masses of 
yellow, as is the case with sulphur. 
The Massachusetts Experiment Station 
says that a bushel of average hardwood 
ashes is worth, for the potash and phos­ 
phoric acid alone, eighteen cents, taking 
the commercial price of these ingredients 
as a standard. 
If you intend to sow beets, carrots or 
parsnips, with a view of winter feeding of 
stock, the sowing should not be delayed 
beyond corn - planting time. 
Rutabagas 
may be sown not later than the middle of 
June. 
Young chicks that are subject to weak­ 
ness in the legs should receive a small 
allowance of fine bone-meal in the food.

A W ord A b o ut Stacking* 
Tlie object of putting grain and hay in 
stacks is to save it from loss by rain. Tho 
secret of good stacking lies in m aking it 
shed water, and to do this thoro must be a 
thatching, a kind of straw shingling on 
every part of the outside above a few foot 
from the ground. All tho outside straw* or 
hay must incline downwards, and it must 
have that tendency fixed when the stack is 
built. Tlie first thing to be learned and re­ 
membered about stacking is to keep the 
middle full. Start in the middle of the 
foundation. 
Put the first forkful there 
and build around it. 
Not only must tho 
middle bo kept full, bot it must have 
the most tramping, if any is done, tho 
po’nt being that if any part of the stack 
is more solidly built than another part, 
it ought to be Hie middle, so that in 
settling the middle will not sink faster than 
tho outside. Then (in case of hay), if the 
outside layers are so arranged with the fork 
that the stalks and blades lie straitened out 
inclining downwards, they will settle that 
way. The same principle holds with wheat, 
rve and oats, but it is not so difficult to got 
tho straws into proper position because they 
aro bound iii bundles beforeband. But tho 
stack must be begun on the middle of tho 
foundation. I,ay a bundle down, then put 
another on top of that, letting tho but end 
extend a little beyond tho heads of tho 
under sheaf. Build on and around t hese, 
tops in, buts out, ring after ring until tho 
bottom is large enough. If the stack is to 
bo long—a rick-and 
not round, 
then, 
when Hie rings widen to the proper size 
as to width, build back and forth on the 
two sides that are to bo run out as ends. 
Widen tho stack a little as it is raison to 
about six feet, then place two or three 
layers so as to keep the outside going up 
perpendicularly. After that drawy.n until 
the stack is finished. As soon as tho stack 
is high enough to commence tho drawing 
in. the middle should have an extra filling. 
On a stack of ordinary width, tho middle, 
when drawing in is begun, ought to Le at 
least two feet higher than tho outside. 
Keep it that way to the top. When grain 
is very short it is not best to undertake to 
widen any up to the ‘‘bulge,” because there 
is danger of the sheavesslippingout. Where 
the straw is long enough, the stack may 
easily bo extended threo or four feet on 
each side beyond the outer lines of the foun­ 
dation, and that makes room for a good 
deal more grain than can bo put into a 
stack that is run off straight, or draw’ll In 
from the bottom. The writer of this always 
di'l his stacking of grain, except Hie filling 
of the middles, on hts knees. That was tho 
rule in those days. But tho work can be as 
well done standing by using a good fork to 
place the sheaves. Every bundle ought to 
be pressed into place by the stacker's weight 
upon it. After a Rtaok, whether of grain or 
hay,is finished and settled some, it ought to 
beraked Boas to comb out the straw and 
make a good thatching. The top may be 
secured by a few sticks tethered with straw 
oi* hay bands twisted, and ten to twelve feet 
long, and thrown across the top of Hie 
stack. If a rick, the weights ought to bo 
about four feet apart. They need not he 
heavy;just enough to keep tho bands in 
place.—[Kansas Farmer. 


C rass-F ed M utton. 
American farmers can hardly be Induced 
to sow in their pastures anything for the 
special purpose of giving flavor to meats in 
a general way. Yet it may be that some 
who would like to grow a special extra fino 
grado of mutton m ight be induced to profit 
by the hints below* given by a correspondent 
of (ho London Live Stock Journal. It is a 
well-known fact that meat is easily flavored 
by tho pasturage of the flock of herd, and 
Hie flavor may just as well be made good as 
bad. The correspondent says: "Lovers of 
sweet, toothsome joints, will agree with me 
that mutton is never better than when it 
has been grass-fed. But there is often a 
wide difference between Hie products of 
different pastures. As every farmer knows, 
.*■01116 plants are not only more nourishing 
than others, but certain of them are more 
proper 
food 
for 
particular 
species of 
animals, 
and 
others 
again are better 
adapted for forming flesh and 
muscle 
than for fat-producing, or for yielding a 
large supply of milk than for producing 
either butter or cheese. This is all pretty 
well understood as regards tiro more com­ 
monly cultivated grasses and oilier forage 
plants, even to tho comparative dogroe of 
excellence which is lo bo assigned to each 
of them for the different purposes specified 
above. 
What, however. I would more par­ 
ticularly call attention to hero, as being 
bolti tim ely and important, is the propriety 
—nay, the necessity--of developing to a far 
greater extont limn lias hitherto been done 
that superior flavor, or natural aroma, 
which is Hie surest indication of best qual­ 
ity in products such as mutton, milk, butter 
and cheese 
The superior flavor of Welsh, 
Highland or Southdown mutton is, no 
doubt, 
owing 
to Hie aromatic 
plants 
which abound among the pasturage of 
those hills, and on which the sheep feed. 
Many hills in Wales aro thickly covered 
with wild thyme, as many in the High­ 
lands aro with lady’s mantle and other 
aromatics which are seldom, if ever, met 
with in our Southdown pastures. This is a 
hint of nature’s own giving, which the far­ 
mer who goes in for meat raising or dairy­ 
ing in these times of hard competition can­ 
not afford to despise. 
'Hie aromatics may 
be less nutritious than clover or rye grass; 
hut thoy are just as needful to tho forma­ 
tion of a perfect pasturage as tho other 
varieties of plants. To this extent, there­ 
fore, they should be grown in all pastures. 
They are easy of cultivation, and xviii grow 
in the worst soils; but some, of course, are 
hotter adapted to certain soils than others. 
For instance, parsley, 
lovage, 
euuimin, 
coriander, carraway, angelica, and wild 
fennel, etc., delight in loamy soil; wild 
thyme, rock rose, hyssop, sage, savory, and 
horehound, etc., in dry, poor soils: pepper­ 
mint, etc., in moist soils. 
There aro many 
other sorts which might be found to answer 
even better; all of them are obtainable, 
and all of them aro easily propagated by 
seeds. 


P run ing R oses. 
A preliminary to general pruning should 
yet be attended to, nnd that is the thinning 
out of all weakly or exhausted shoots ail 
over the rose bush or tree. By removing 
these first, the shoots that need cutting 
back w ill fie moro easily reached, and the 
degree of such cutting may bo readily and 
wisely determined. The removal of all 
weakly shoots will also help to prolong the 
life, augment tho vigor and enhance tho 
beauty of our roses. As to the actual de­ 
gree and amount of pruning in so far as it 
relates to the cutting back of last year’s 
wood. so much latitude must he allowed, 
and is claimed by every rosarian, tiiat no 
liard-aiid-fast rules can bo laid down. Tho 
safest, and perhaps likeliest to aroid contro­ 
versy, and the one on the whole the most 
useful, is to let every one bo persuaded 
in 
his 
own 
mind 
of 
tho 
rightness 
and reasonableness of bis practice. The ex­ 
perienced rosarian, while ever ready to 
learn, looks hack along the highways and 
byways of his past success, and repeats his 
prunings on the same lines as led to them. 
But these were not measured out by eyes in 
number, or inches in length, but rather by 
the eagle eyes of observation—common 
sense nnd knowledge controlled by sympa­ 
thy and affection. Tho novice may bo told 
Hint lie may cut his young shoots back, 
ranging over tho wide area of from two 
inches to twenty Riches, and be equally 
right in both his prunings. The majority of 
roses grown for the perfection of their in­ 
dividual blooms, such, for example, as the 
major number of hybrid perpetuals and 
teas, may bo 
pruned 
back 
from one 
inch to six inches, threo boing a fair 
average. 
Again, the weaker the roses, 
prune them the harder and tho closer; tho 
stronger, prune them Hic 
less and tin? 
longer. These general rales are almost ail 
that can Le offered for the guidance of be­ 
ginners until the science and practice of 
rose pruning becomes so perfected that each 
species and variety can be pruned by rules 
carefully evolved from the results of gen­ 
eral practice and experience. Each addi­ 
tional season’s pruning, if carefully per­ 
formed and the results tabulated, will bring 
about that better time so devoutly wished 
by many when mistakes in rose pruning 
will have become impossible. Meanwhile 
it may bo well to state that these remarks 
do not apply to the pruning of roses for pic­ 
turesque effect, and leaves the question of 
Whether the latter should be pruned at all, 
aud how and when, just as it was before 
they were written.

The 
cry acid (powder) may be sprinkled on tho 
feet after they have been syringed with the 
solution. 
Santonin*—Used to expel worms; one of 
the most effective agents for this purpose. 
Dose : Horse, fifteen giains. with threo 
drachms of aloes; to bo given in the morn­ 
ing before feeding, and repeated after two 
days,

Im p o rta n t R e g ard in g Fish G uano. 
There is more or less fertilizer sold under 
the name of fish guano. Tho name is not 
inappropriate, as it is a product of fish, tho 
same as tho natural guano beds of Chili and 
Peru are a deposit of si a fowl manure, the 
food of the fowls being fish alone. The 
value of fish bs a manure has long Leon rec­ 
ognized. especially by farmers living on tho 
seacoast; but tho very offensive sm ell of 
decomposing fish has had much to do with 
preventing its general use, and it is not un­ 
til recently, since the adoption of processes 
for removing tile fat and natural moisture 
and tho grinding in a comparatively dry 
state, that it has come into more general 
use. 
Now. the point of mterost to farmers is to 
know the relative value of the different 
kinds of fish guano. Tlie Scottish Agricul­ 
tural Gazette has a table of carefully tested 
samples to determine the amount of oil, 
nitrogen and phosphate of lime in each as 
follow s;

It must be remembered that fat is not a 
manorial 
sui stance of any agricultural 
value; and, when in close association with 
nianurlal substances, tends to retard tho 
natural process of conversion into plant 
food. 
In tho table the oil varies from 5.80 
to 17.Off, but the specimens in which it 
ranged from 0 to ti per cent, were richest in 
nitrogen and phosphate. Here, then, is an 
important consideration in determining tho 
agricultural value of fish guano—tho deter­ 
mination of ttio amount of oil in tho sam­ 
ples for salo. It is suggested In tho G zette 
that in the analyses of samples the oil shall 
be determined ami stated with the items of 
tho analysis, so that tho buyer may deter­ 
mine whether it is advisable to purchase or 
not on account of tho oil remaining in tho 
mass, —[Germantown Telegraph. 


S eed in g with B u ck w heat. 
Many farmers find they have mado a m is­ 
take in ploughing up low lands whore the 
grass has partly run out, because of the 
difficulty in getting it xvoll seeded again. 
The land is too wet for winter grain. In 
spring Hie ground is too wet to be got into 
condition for sowing oats or barley. Tho 
result is that land is often left year after 
year cropped with little cr no profit, be­ 
cause crops cannot 
be got in at tho 
right time. 
If seeded, these conditions 
w ould be less unf tvorable for grass. A good 
plan in such cases is to sow buckwheat, in 
midsummer, and with it sow* six to eight 
quarts of timothy seed. The grass will bo 
protected bv the buckwheat from tho burn­ 
ing rays cf tho midsummer sun. and will 
become quite a stiff sod before winter. It 
is a much better plan than leaving tho 
ground naked until September and then 
sowing the grass seed alone, as is often rec­ 
ommended. Tho grass seeding is bettor, as 
by September tho seed under the grain has 
a fine start, and Hie buckwheat having 
been cut it no further hinders tho free 
growth of the grass. 
On high land left until now without seed­ 
ing, clover seed may be mixed with timothy 
and sown with buckwheat, with good pros­ 
pect of making enough growth to stand tho 
winter. If tho land is seeded with clover, 
then buckwheat should ho got off early, and 
not be allowed to remain in bunches any 
longer than is necessary. No plant is quicker 
killed than dover by being excluded from 
light and air. AVe have seen clover a year 
old entirely smothered where cocks of hay 
stood during atwo weeks’rainy spell. Buck­ 
wheat standing even a week on young 
clover, sown with it, would probably kill it. 
Some liavo reported sucre ss in seeding land 
in midsummer under tho shade of turnips 
sown at tlie same time. Buckwheat is, how­ 
ever. a much better crop to seed with, since 
harvesting it does not. tear up tho young 
plants as pulling turnips must do. 
In seeding with 
buckwheat fully six 
quarts of timothy, or eight of clover and 
timothy together, should ho sown per acre. 
With every particle of the ground seeded 
the buckwheat cannot make any progress 
next spring, as it will if tile surface is not 
fully occupied. Sowing grass seed with 
buckwheat, and thus com O r t i n g it into a 
meadow next season, obviates otto of the 
difficulties in growing this crop. 
Many 
farmers will not sow buckwheat because it 
leaves the land foul for any succeeding 
grain crop. 
But if it is got into grass at Hie 
same time, tho scattering buckwheat will 
not make any subsequent trouble. 


How Best to T re a t th e P o ta to Beetle. 
Again some writers are talking of the 
economy of hand-picking potato beetles. 
"If this is well attended to, there will be no 
eggs deposited on tho leaves,” they say. Do 
they write from experience, or do they 
write such stuff because it seems plausible. 
Years ago we diligently picked off and 
killed, once every day. every potato beetle 
to be seen on a patch 200 feet square, and 
yet there were, so far as could bo judged, 
just as many eggs deposited and hatched as 
if this tedious work had Hover been done; 
while the soil between the rows was kept 
bard by boing walked over so often. 
Tho 
feet is that tho beetles are to be found in 
every crack of the soil, under little clods 
and stones, about the stoms, and creeping 
everywhere. 
One may pick off all the 
beetles from the plants at IO o’clock, and at 
l l they will'he as thick as ever. Handpick­ 
ing destroys just so many beetles certainly, 
and there aro just so many less; but it is 
like removing a mound of earth pebble by 
pebble, or emptying a tub of water drop by 
drop. Tile work bas no appreciable effect. 
We have tried every method of killing 
potato beetles. For one entile reason we 
tiled london purple, but found that if ap- 
p'ieil tho least bit too strong, it would in­ 
jure the foliage. Baris green and water is 
also injurious to the foliage, because tho 
water collects wherever tho leaf will hold 
it, and evaporates, leaving a film of paris 
green. We now use pure paris green and 
plaster—one pound to a barrel of plaster— 
and see that it is thoroughly mixed with 
rake and lice. Tho first application is made 
as soon as the plants get well out of the 
ground, and the second, when tho beetles 
begin to deposit their eggs, and the third, 
when the grubs make their appearance. A 
fourtli application is not needed for early 
potatoes.—[Rural New Yorker. 


Coing to be M arried Next June. 
(W ashington Critic.] 
We move that June 2 lie declared a legal 
holiday, and that ail weddings solemnized 
on that day be officially recorded in tho na 
tional archives and that.further, all widows 
of such marriages bo entitled to a pension 
of 325 per month and all widower bo eligi­ 
ble to appoint! ve offices without confirma­ 
tion by the Senate, and that each child born 
of such marriages be given a now, crisp 
3100 4 per cent bond (to be called tho mar­ 
riage bond), to be held in trust, with ac­ 
crued interest until it shall have arrived at 
the age of 21 years. Tflis act to go into 
effect on its passage, quid not to apply to 
any June 2 previous to 1887.

W a s h i n g t o n , Juno IP.—"Perlpy’s Rem­ 
iniscences of W ashington Citv,” bv tho 
veteran correspondent, Major Ben: Berley 
Poore, is an interesting and valuable addi­ 
tion to tho chronicles of our capital, full 
of 
anecdotes 
and 
inform ation. 
Major 
Poore’s m aternal grandparents m igrated I 
from 
Essex 
county, 
M assachusetts. | 
soon 
after 
tho 
revolution, 
anil 
his ; 
m otlier 
was 
born 
here. 
W hen 
the ; 
m ajor 
was 
7 
years 
of 
age, 
she I 
brought him hero on a visit, and since then 
tho greater part of his tim e has boon passed 
here—m uch of it as a newspaper corre­ 
spondent. Ho has also, for nearly a quarter 
of a century, edited tho Congressional Di­ 
rectory. which contains tho biographies of 
senators and 
representatives. 
Tiffs has 
made him personally acquainted w ith tho 
prom inent n:c*n and wom en at tho national 
capital "behind the curtain,” and ho now 
co in cc before tho public w ith a ch atty nar­ 
rative of w hat ho lins seen and heard. 
One of Major Poore’s non-portraits is th at 
of Major L’E ufant.the fiery French engineer 
officer ti ho planned “ the Federal city.” as it 
was then called. Ho was a favorite w ith 
W ashington, but Jefferson disliked Him on 
account of his connection w hit the Society 
of tho Cincinnati, and availed him self of 
his difficulty w ith tho commissioner* to dis- 
charge him. 
Major I,’E nfant then becam e an unsuc­ 
cessful petitioner before O aigress fo ra re­ 
dress ot his real and fancied wrongs, and lie 
was to lie scon alm ost every day slowly 
pacing tlio rotunda of the Capitol. Ho was 
a tall, thin titan, who wore, toward the close 
of hts life. a blue m ilitary en it out coat, bub- 
toned 
close 
to 
the 
tJirout. 
w ith 
a 
tall, 
black 
ste le , 
b u t 
no 
visible 
signs of linen. His balr was plastered 
v. itit pom atum close to hts head, and 
ho wore a napless high heaver, hell-crowned 
hat. 
I rider his arm ho generally carried a 
roll of papers relating to His claim upon tho 
governm ent, aud 
in his right hand ho 
sw ung a form idable hickory canc w ith a 
large silvor liead. A strict Roman Cathode, 
lie received a homo in tho fam ily of Mr. 
Dingo a, near W ashington, in whose garden 
his williams were interred when ho died. 
W ashington, Major Poore tells us, was 
S oclnllr “ lift!- am i I 'c t l i c " 
under General Jackson’* adm inistration, 
although m any old citizens, whose rela­ 
tives and near friends had been turned out 
of their pleasant offices, kept quito aloof 
from tho W hite House. Mr. Forsyth, tho 
secretary of state, gavo a sones of balls,

Buren was at all of thorn, shaking hands

Colonel 
Richard M. Johnson was also to bo seen at 
all public gatherings, looking, iii Ids scarlet 
waistcoat and ill-fitting coat, not as the 
killer of Tecum seh, but as the veritable Te­ 
cum seh himself. 
Mr W e lte r was seldom 
seen at public parties, but Messrs. Clay and 
Calhoun woro generally present, w ith tor-

and otiicrs having come to sec how the 
country was governed. Every oho on his 
arrival would take a carriage and leave 
cards.for th > heads of departm ents, foreign 
m inisters, lending nrm y and navy officers, 
and prom inent m em bers of Congress Tiffs 
would bring in return the cards of those 
m agnates and invitations to their next 
party. 
Mr. Clay was a good raconteur, and al­ 
ways had a story to illustrate his opinions 
advanced in conversation.

sent). The correspondent, a plain, uuodu- 
c a t'd m an, had coiisidorabio difficulty in 
I lc r ili h r r l n il Ih e V n a M aim b io S o r iin t 
common w ith m erchants’ clerks of late 
years, and tho m ost im portant word, "cran­ 
berries,” lie failed to m ake out, but Ho did 
plain Iv aval clearly read—IOO bushels per­ 
simmons. As tho article was growing all 
around him. nil tho boys in tho neighbor­ 
hood wero set to gathering It, and tho 
wagoner matte fits appearance in duo tim e 
In C incinnati w ith eighty bushels, all th at 
tho wagon body would hold, and a line from 
the country m erchant th at the rem ainder 
would follow tlio next trip. An explanation 
soon ensued, but the custom er insisted that 
the C incinnati house should have w ritten 
by Sim m ons and not i"*r Biramous.

Tho fish, m eat and fowl were 
carved and helped by tho host, while the 
lady of tho house distributed tho vegeta­ 
bles, pickles and th e dessert. 
tY ltlin n t le e , 
was sparingly supplied in long, slender 
glasses, lint tliero was no lack of sound 
claret, and with tho dessert several bottles 
of old M adeira were generally produced by 
the host, who succinctly gavo tho age and 
history of each. The host M adeira was th at 
labeled "Tho Supremo Court.” as their 
donors, tlio justices, used to m ake a direct 
im portation every year, aud sip it as they 
consulted over tho cases before them overy 
day after dinner, w hen the cloth had been 
removed. Some rare old specimens of this 
wine can still be found in W ashington wine 
cellars. 
At tile evening parties the carpet was 
lifted from the room sot apart for (lancing. 
mid to protect Hie dancers from slipping 
the floor was chalked, usually in colors. 
The music was almost invariably a first 
and second violin, w ith Auto am i harp ac­ 
com panim ents. 
Light refreshm ents, such 
as water-ices, lemonade, negus and sm all 
cakes were handed a lo u t on waiters be­ 
tween every two or three dances. 
Tho, 
crowning glory of tho entertainm ent, how­ 
ever, w as tho supper, prepared under the 
supervision of tim hostess, aided by some of 
lier intim ate friends, who also loaned their 
cliina and silverware. 
The table was cov­ 
ered with a la mode beef. col I roast 
turkey, duck and 
chicken, 
fried ami 
stewed oysters, blanc m ange, jellies, whips, 
floating islands, candied oranges, an d 'nu­ 
merous varieties of tarts and cakes.

ladies had doparteu, and even reassem ble

tence, "W e g reat peace with all tho nations 
of til© world and tlio rest of m ankind.” A 
revise*! edition was soon printed, in w hich 
the corrected sentence read. "W e are at 
pence with all til© nations of tho world, 
ami seek to m aintain our cheri*h©d reia- 
tions of am ity vt it ll them .” The blunder 
caused m uch diversion am ong th e Demo­ 
crats, and greatly annoyed Colonel Bbs*, 
who, ca tho president’* private secretary. 
had superintended tho publication of tho 
message. The message contained no allus­ 
ion to Die slavery question, but trio presi­ 
dent had declared him self lo favor of th e 
untram elled admission of C alifornia into 
the I nion. while, on the other hand, he 
did not approve tho “higher law ” doctrines 
which JR. Howard was advocating as a 
nucleus for a new political party at the 
North. 
M eanwhile. H enry Clay had reappeared 
at W ashington a- a senator from Jxemucky, 
and o( cuined his obi quarters at tho Na­ 
tional Hotel, a large stockholder in w hich, 
Mr. ( ai vert of M aryland, eras one of Clay's 
m anv friends- 
A lthough«in his seventy- 
third year. Mr. Clay was appar; n tly halo 
and hearty, but showed his age. His head,

sunken, his nose had a pinched look, but his 
wide mouth was, a* in years past, w reathed 
in genial smile*.

Mr. W ebster was equally gri©ved and sad­ 
dened by the faithlessness of M assachusetts 
men wlio had iii years past professed friend­ 
ship for him , hut of whose m achinations 
against him lie had obtained proof during 
tim preceding autum n. He also ascertained 
tiiat, to use the words of Mr. Choate, "tho 
attention of Hie public m ind began to Im 
draw n a littlo moro directly to the great 
quest!- n of hum an freedom and hum an 
slavery. 
If lie responded to tile beating* 
o' til** New E ngland heart, and resisted the 
aggressions an a usurpations of th e slave

BLACK’S 
GENEROSITY 
TO

Our valued contem porary, tho Advertiser, 
is in danger of allowing its zeal as a regular 
Republican organ to outrun its judgm ent. 
Its recent selection of General B l a c k , the 
commissioner of pensions, as an object of 
attack, certainly shows a lack of discretion. 
The head and front of General B l a c k ’s 
offending, according to the Advertiser, is 
that he is one of "the new school of 
reform ers.’’ No doubt he is, and our con­ 
tem porary 
should 
not forgot th at the 
American people expressly voted in Novem­ 
ber, 1884, th at tho "new school of reform ­ 
ers,” the Dem ocratic school, should take 
charge of thegovernm ent.and, incidentally, 
adm inister the oflicos.

In support of its charge, 
our neighbor asserts th a t out of seventy- 
seven appointees seventy-two have been 
Dem ocrats.” This assertion is not in accord 
with the facts, for General B l a c k has 
already appointed over Seventy Republicans 
as special exam iners. But even if all th at 
our neighbor says were exactly • true, it 
would not be reasonable for any Republican

The record of General B l a c k and th at of 
his predecessor in the pension office are

HELM is ninety odd years of age he will not 
have to w ait long before grunt to m eet his 
brother of Bavaria in the land of shades. 
There will doubtless be no more real sorrow 
at 
his departure 
than 
there 
is over 
tho Bavarian ty ran t’s recent taking off. 
The people of Prussia have not yet forgot­ 
ten their struggle for constitutional liberty 
in tho year J 848, and w ith w hat treachery 
and brutality they woro deprived of it by 
the hands of W ILH ELM , then com m ander 
of the tro lls a t Berlin, under his brother, 
the then king. D uring a conference of the 
people of Berlin in front of the royal pal­ 
ace, whore they had been invited for the 
purpose by the king, this same W il h e l m 
suddenly and w ithout w arning unm asked 
a bantery of artillery, and mowed down 
w ithout mercy their unresisting ranks w ith 
crape and cannister, creating the most 
cruel slaughter.

Ho was always strong in his faith 
in tho direct interposition of Divine Provi­ 
dence in his royal behalf, and it will be re­ 
called th at shortly after his conquest and 
entry into Paris in th e late Franco-Germ an 
war, lie proposed, w ith a heart full of piety 
and gratitude to heaven, to loot a few pic­ 
tures and other works cf art from tho 
Louvre for his palace at Berlin. Of lato 
years ho has been alm ost wholly a tool for 


B is m a r c k . Germ any will surely not grieve 
when he gives place to his son, tho Crown 
Prince, an abler m an,w ith far more liberal 
views of governm ent. One reason given 
for the length of life and the physical vigor 
of the old Em peror is th at his intellect has

T hat was tho first tim e we ever saw such 
an exhibition en masse. As tho eye glanced 
over tho assembly, it was sad to see ladies 
past m iddle age. m others, m aking such an 
exhibition of them selves, because fashion 
had so ordained—m others setting such an 
exam ple to the young daughters, instead of 
showing them the beauty of modest and re­ 
fined adorning! 
The decollete style of dress is not only 
wrong and in poor taste, but it is immodest 
and indecent. 
M others who allow it com 
rn it a great sin; those who not only allow 
it for their children, but practice it them 
selves, do even worse. They are 
Sowing sorrow 
For their reaping by and by. 


Leaving aside for the m om ent tho question 
of loss of modesty and delicacy which m ust 
follow, the injury to the health alone is a 
m atter calling for grave consideration. 
"Oh, the crowded rooms are so w arm ; 
she will not take cold!” argues the fond 
m other. Ah! th a t may be if you are sure 
your daughter will rem ain in the warm 
room. But w hat if in the crowd or after a 
dance it is uncom fortable, and forgetting 
a shawl or any covering she goes with 
m erry com panions into the hall. veranda. 


fresh air is sweeping over tho bare arm s 
and shoulders and uncovered neck and 
throat? No doubt it seem s very refreshing, 
but when the excitem ent is over w hat m ay 
the m orning bring to her and you of Suffer­ 
ing and alarm ? 
We have watched by the bedside of those 
who. for a few m om ents’ enjoym ent and 
tho pleasure of feeling they were dressed 
“in style,” were stricken down in the full 
freshness and beauty of young girlhood. 
We have seen the agony of the m other as 
she stood w atching powerlessly this battle 
of life, and in tho contest tho thought 
would be ever present: “If God spares the 
child will the m other heed tho w arning, or 
will the tyrant Fashion conquer again?” 
But tho danger of sacrificing health and 
life itself, painful as it is to our m ind, is not 
so m uch to be thought of as tile effect 
which such unreasonable and Im m odest 
fashions m ust and do have on the cl.yracter 
of our young girls. It is not possible th at 
they can practice such exposure of th eir 
persons w ithout losing in a large degree tho 
sweetness, delicacy and m odesty w hich is 
the greatest charm in w om an’s character. 
And if tho young m aidens now em erging 
from girlhood, and prepared to take th eir 
place in society as young ladies, are allowed 
to be ruled in such m atters so entirely by 
the freaks and ctfprices of tills fickle god­ 
dess, when they have had their day and be­ 
come wives and mothers, w hat is the pros­ 
pect for their children? 
It is great folly to bo thus governed, and 
deplorable 
when 
one 
sees how m uch 
precious tim e is wasted, how lavishly 
money is throw n away for th a t which 
profiteth n o t 
B ut the injury done to 
wom an’s character when to be dressed in 
style m eans nothing less than to be dressed 
im m odestly, is the worst feature, and w hat 
we cannot but fear will paralyze if not 
destroy th at refined and sensitive m odesty 
which every woman should prize and al­ 
ways regard as her roost precious inherit­ 
ance. If a young girl, passing from lier own 
cham ber to th a t of her m other or sister in 
her pretty "robe de nuit," is accidentally 
m et in tho passage by her brother or his 
friend, 
she 
shrieks 
and 
runs 
back 
in the greatest alarm and agitation. W hv 
should 
she? 
She 
is 
perfectly clothed 
and sheltered, but not in the ordinary 
dress. Yet ibis same easily frightened and 
sensitive young lady in the dance, or in 
general conversation w ith any num ber of 
young gentlem en, will stand before them 
unblushingly with arm s bare the whole 
length, and w ith bare neck and shoulders, 
aud talking and laughing w ithout one fear 
or thought th at she is exposing herself 
m uch m ore immotf eatly than she could pos­ 
sibly do in her night robes. 
“There is som ething rotten in our State 
of D enm ark” w hich 
calls loudly for a 
speedy remedy. 
W ho shall find it for us?

He rem inded his hear­ 
ers of the progress of events which cul­ 
m inated in his own election, show ing that 
the standard of reform and honest govern­ 
m ent had passed in orderly and trium ph­ 
ant succession from the hands of T il d e n 
to tlioso of C l e v e l a n d , and thence to his 
own. T hat it is in capable and sturdy keep­ 
ing, none who heard G overnor 
H il l ’s 
clean-cut and forceful speech can doubt. 
He spoke w ith clearness and em phasis of 
tho duty of Dem ocrats everyw here to m ain­ 
tain closed ranks and sustain the new polit­ 
ical departure which the nation, on their 
m otion, has adopted. 
The speeches w hich followed bore elo­ 
quent testim ony to the unanim ity of feel­

has filled th at ignoble bill more than 
once in its history, and bids fair to do 
it again in 1888. Dem ocrats are freemen 
always, and will, as Judge W o o d b u r y 
w ittily puts it, reserve the right to growl 
as well as to fight. But when all the discus­ 
sion, criticism, and com plaint is done, they 
will rem ain Democrats, one and all, mem­ 
bers of a party th at is abundantly able to 
differ as to the things th at are lesser and 
unessential, and unite on the things that 
are greater and vital.

Wilderness. 


Anima! and Vegetable Life in Primeval

About fifty m iles north of Jal apa, hut 
w ithin the lim its of this State of V era Cruz. 
lie tho far-fam ed ruins of Papantla. Dilli- 
cencias run as far as Titsintlau. and thence 
ono m ust proceed, on mule-back through 
tho alm ost im penetrable forest. O u rrarty 
was a sm all one, com prising only tw oladies, 
an el der! ygon ti cm an, who was then oneof the 
acting consuls in Mexico, his half-grown son, 
a 
native 
guide 
and 
three 
trusty 
servants. 
H aving 
learned 
from 
sad 
experience 
tho 
discomforts 
of 
the 
diligoncia, 
we 
preferred 
m aking 
the 
entire journey in the saddle, know ing that 
so wild a route would b'-* safer from the 
"knights of the road" than m ore frequented 
highways. The mon were all well arm ed, 
tho women neither given to _ nervousness 
nor unaccustom ed to "roughing it ; tho 
ham pers filled with tho fat of the land, and 
the m ules all staid, reliable beasts, whose 
wild oats—if they ever had any—were long 
since sown. Therefore, dism issing all anx­ 
iety and taking no thought for the morrow, 
endeavoring to forget th a t any world ex­ 
isted beyond 
the 
solemn woods 
th at 
hem m ed us in, we turned our hacks upon 
the nineteenth century and plunged into 
the misty past. 
According to universal custom in the 
tropics—which dem ands a long siesta in tile 
m iddle of tile day, when Am ericans are 
m ost actively at w ork—tho guides routed 
us a t 2 a. rn., and soon tho moon looked 
down upon a ghostly and shivering party 
winding sleepily along the silent road. Low 
on the horizon lay "Tho Southern Cross — 
th at superstition of sailors—w ith all its stars 
com plete: and fninilinrconstellations, which 
we have known from childhood in the far 
North, scorned to wink upon us in friendly 
recognition, though w andered so far from 
our proper orbit. In this southland day­ 
break is tho m ost delightful hour of tho 
twenty-four, when Luna is paling a t tho 
approach of the sun, tho skies flushing 
w onderful tints, every blossom giving forth 
its rarest odors, and the first faint stir and 
rustle of aw aking life is heard. 
Two hours 
before the day-god peered above the eastern 
m ountains we had breakfasted sum ptuously 
by the wayside on 
eggs. boiled—gypsy 
fashion—w ith the coffee: luscious yellow 
oranges, w ith which we filled our pockets 
as we rode under the trees, supplem ented 
by Mexican bread, guava jelly from Cuba, 
and Indian cheese m ade from goats’ milk. 
As we penetrated deeper and 
D rrp e r In to th* WlUteriic** 
tho trail became alm ost indistinguishable, 
w ith giant trees in serried ranks rising 
close on every sido. Tho sm allest of these 
prim eval m onarchs is at least IOO feet 
high and twenty-five feet iii diam eter, all 
overgrown w ith an infinite variety of or­ 
chids and creepers, wooding around the 
trunks and clim bing from tree to tree, 
form ing a succession of natural arbors. 
which tho sun scarcely penetrates even at 
mid-day. 
Birds of brilliant 
plum age— 
am ong them parrots and hugo macaws, 
dressed in scarlet, green and yellow—flut­ 
tered fearlessly around us, having never 
learned th e fear of m an in these flowery 
solitudes. 
Tho forest abounds in a species of m ag­ 
nolia. 
called xoloxachitl, covered w ith 
lovelv, sw eet-sm elling flowers—pale pink 
outside and golden w ithin. The petals, be­ 
fore full blown, assum e the form of a cross, 
and afterw ard of a splendid star. The su­ 
perstitious Indians never fall to m utter a 
prayer at sight of one, and they toll us th at 
an infusion of its glittering leaves is a cer­ 
tain cure for vomito, aud th at its flowers 
will 
relieve 
palpitation 
of the heart. 
Among 
m yriads 
of creepers a species 
with 
scarlet leaves 
is 
always 
found 
encircling the stems of this m agnolia—the 
celebrated "w ater-plant” which M exicans 
call the E aster flower. 
In case of dire 
necessity its large red leaves would appease 
hunger, but its chief mission is th at of na­ 
tu re’s cup-bearer iii 
this com paratively 
waterless country. Its loaves treasure the 
priceless dew ami present to thirsty trav­ 
ellers a never-failing store. Our pious ser­ 
vants—believing it to be a boon direct from 
heaven, bestowed because of tho cross and 
star upon tho m agnolia—were perpetually 
pressing 
the leaves 
and im bibing the 
m oisture am id prayer to all rho saints. 
The valuable vanilla planifolia is indi­ 
genous to these hum id groves, and is care­ 
fully sought by tho Indians of tho tiorra 
Caliente. It is produced only in this State 
and its neighbor. Oxaca. though, according 
to Baron H um boldt, all Europe received its 
entire supply of 
this com m odity 
from 
Mexico prior to 1812. Thoso ancient tribes 
known as the Totonaes. who once inhabited 
this coast region, assiduously cultivated 
the aroniatic-l'ruited plant. Though it re­ 
quires little care (nothing but shade and 
m oisture being necessary to its existence), 
and is even more valuable titan in the days 
when M ontezum a and his nobles traded for 
it with the Totonaes. it is not now culti­ 
vated to any considerable extent. But it 
still springs up in tho wilderness, aud 
flourishes, but 
Out of Hight, In Hidden -Jungle* 
on the eastern slopes of tho V era Cruz cor- 
diliora. The Indians who reside in their 
prim itive villages are restricted by stem 
laws from gathering this neglected plant at 
will. The vanilla harvest begins in March 
and ends in May,’and during th a t season 
tho alcaldi of every ham let apportions to 
each m an his quota of labor and profit, care­ 
fully looking out, m eanw hile, for his own 
"lion’s share?’ 
Tho delicate pods are dried 
in the sun with great solicitude, for every 
one of them has its sure m arketable value. 
Here, too, the jalap, well 
know n 
to 
m ateria medioa, abounds—a tiny plant, 
w ith slender branches and heart-shaped 
leaves tinged w ith red, concealing bere and 
there a blossom of violet blue. It is known 
by the natives as tolonpatl, but takes its 
present nam e abroad from the town of 
Jalapn 
(pronounced 
Hah-lap-ah), 
from 
whence in Cortez’ days it was forw arded to 
Vera Cruz for shipm ent, The plant grows 
spontaneously on 
all the m ountains of 
southern Mexico, having tap-roots of near- 
like shape. But, unfortunately, the Indians 
destroy it by tearing away its tubercles, 
aud the day ;s not distant when this much- 
prized drug will become even more scarce 
than quinine. 
Among m any trees hereabouts th a t were 
hitherto unknown to us aro wild guavas—a 
sort of m yrtle, growing naturally in tho 
higher altitudes of tho tropics and attain ­ 
ing a height of several feet. Its fru it,which 
seldom ripens, being eaten by birds and 
larva', is indescribably luscious and frag­ 
rant. Everybody is fond of green guavas, 
but few have ever bad opportunity to 
know how they taste when fully ripened. 
They are in great favor am ong physicians, 
because of their astringent and miti-fobriio 
properties, and no traveller’s outfit is com ­ 
plete w ithout a can of guava jolly. 
Tho nutm eg tree, a shrub about ten feet 
high, which is not cultivated anyw here in 
Mexico, and is becom ing extrem ely rare, is 
found in great profusion iii tho neighbor­ 
hood of Papautla. The Mexicans use an 
enorm ous quanity of M alacca nutm egs, 
both as a rem edy and a condim ent—their 
chief m edicines being these, cam phor and 
assafetida; but w ith characteristic im provi­ 
dence thpy neglect n ature’s benefits and 
impovt w hat they m ight easily raise. 
Space forbids description of the thousand 
things of interest pertaining to boti, anim al 
and vegetable life found iii the forests of 
Vera Cruz; nor shall the render be wearied 
by accounts of our adventures and cam p­ 
ing experiences. You can im agine the fires 
th a t blazed at night to frighten away any 
possible wild beasts; sanguinary encoun­ 
ters w ith wooil-ticks, those dreaded gnats 
called xin-xins, scorpions, centipedes, e tc .; 
fad the shrieks of the ladies w hen 
A IS I a R u t ISmlly S cared H ut U nm ake 
m ade his hasty exit from under tho bed of 
boughs upon which their blankets had 
been spread for tho n ig h t’s repose. 
N ext m orning, w hile breakfasting upon 
the tru n k of a fallen tree, our attention w'as 
arrested by a sm all sm ell of roses, though 
not a rose was to he seen^ Was tile m iracle 
of Santa Guadalupe a t Tepeyacca to be re­ 
enacted? D iligent search revealed, under 
Hie bark of the tree upon which we had 
been sitting, several of those sky-blue in­ 
sects w ith scarlet feet, whose nam e I have 
forgotten, bul with whose habits all natu­ 
ralists aro fam iliar. They are most com­ 
mon in the sandy soil of tile coasts, and aro 
used by the ladies to perfum e their linen as 
our grandm others used thym e aud laven­ 
der. 
On tile evening of the second day we ar­ 
rived in good spirits at Papantla. about six 
m iles from which stands the m ain pyramid. 
The instant a stranger appears at tho 
w retched little hotel ho is besieged by 
guides and mule-ownors, it being taken 
for granted (and w ith good reason) th ai he 
can have corno to this heaven-forsaken 
place for no other purpose than to explore 
tho neighboring ruins. Happily it is tho 
hom e of an intelligent American physician. 
Dr. Autroy, who is delighted to give tho 
tourist all necessary inform ation and super­ 
intend his preparations for the short but 
difficult journey into the wilderness. 
The Pyramid of Papantla is not built of 
brick or of clay mixed with whinstones. as 
are most of those in Mexico, but of im ­ 


mense blocks of porphyry, in th e seam s of 
w hich m ortar m ay still be distinguished. 
The base of the pyram id is an exact square, 
each side 82 foot long, with a perpendicular 
height 
of 60 
feet. 
Like all Mexican 
teoeallis, 
or 
places 
of 
hum an 
sacri­ 
fice, 
it 
is 
composed 
of 
successive 
stages, 
a 
groat 
stairw ay 
leading 
to 
the truncated sum m it. Hieroglyphics and 
strange figures—serpents, frogs and croco­ 
diles—aro carved in relief on the faced 
stones of each story; w hile the aquaro 
niches in every terrace, 366 in num ber, 
have given rise to a conjecture th a t they 
m ay have had some connection w ith tho 
ancient Toltec calendar 
The tw elve ad­ 
ditional niches th at appear in the stair 
tow ard tim east, perhaps, stood for tho 
tw elve "ageless” days at tho end of their 
cyclo. 
This edifice is rem arkable,not so m uch for 
sizo as for perfect sym m etry, 
The 1’olUh of It* Stone*, 
and the regularity of their cut. In his great 
w ork on New Spain. Baron H um boldt refers 
to the analogy of the brick m onum ents of 
M exico to tho tem ple cf Bolus at Babylon, 
and the pyram ids near Sakhara, in Egypt. 
Says be: " I bore are in Mexico pyram ids of 
several stages in the forests of P apantla at 
si sm all 
elevation 
above 
the sea, and 
in the plains of Cholula and Teotiliua- 
can, at elevations surpassing thoso of 
our passes in tho Alps. We ara surprised to 
see, in regions most rem ote from one an­ 
other and under clim ates of the greatest 
diversity, m an following the satno model in 
his edifices, his ornam ents, his habits, and 
even in the form of his political institu­ 
tions." 
For centuries after the Spaniards had pos­ 
sessed them selves of Mexico the Indians 
jealously concealed from thorn all knowl­ 
edge of these m onum ents, and this of 
Papantla 
was 
accidentally 
discovered 
by a party of hunters as Into as 1870. 
W hat m anner of people built thorn and 
lavished the labor of a lifetim e upon their 
adornm ent none can Say w ith certainty, 
since the builders passed away in the m orn­ 
ing of tim e and left no records except in 
indecipherable hieroglyphics. 
Num erous 
volum es have been w ritten concerning the 
early peopling of America. 
Some w ise­ 
acres, determ ined to find tho root of tho 
hum an tree in the Bible, have ascribed the 
m ighty m onum ents 
scattered all 
over 
Mexico and Central Am erica to the sons of 
Noah, or the Jews, the Egyptians, Canaan­ 
ites. Phienicians or Cart liagenf ans; others 
to the ancient Greeks, Hcythians or Chi­ 
nese. Many equally good authorities be­ 
lieve the aborigines ot tho continent to 
have been a separate race, not descended 
from the same father Adam as tho rest of 
m ankind is ovoluted on tho spot, while 
others are certain th a t they sprang from 
some races which somehow m anaged to 
escape th at great inundation by which 
most of the hum an fam ily perished. Able 
w riters have labored to prove th a t the sea 
and land havo changed places: th a t tho 
two continents have boon joined together 
and rent asunder by earthquakes, and con­ 
sequently at some rem ote period the in­ 
habitants of either could havo crossed over 
dry-shod, and 
th at A tlantis—the 
great 
island which Plato says was the ancient 
seat of civilization -has been swallowed in 
mid-ocean. Y et after centuries oi specula­ 
tion aud theory 
The W orld I* Jfo W iser 
than before, so far as positive know ledge is 
concerned. 
Like dutiful scribes we clim bed the fifty- 
seven high steps th a t lead to the top of 
P apantla’s pyram id, and tried to fancy the 
feelings of those w retched victim s, who, 
hundreds of years ago, w ent up those now 
crum bling stairs to a horrible death. Be­ 
ing on the spot it requires no great stretch 
of im agination to hear the beat of the lu­ 
gubrious war drum , and to see ourselves as 
a procession of trem bling captives forced 
upw ard to the sacrifice—to 
behold the 
inky-haired and adder-anointed priests of 
th a t 
sanguinary 
deity, 
Huitzilopochtli, 
w aiting w ith th eir rudo knives of volcanic 
glass to tear out our quivering h earts as an 
oblation to th eir gods! 
Rem ains of idol-worship aro scattered for 
milos in evory direction, show ing a great 
diversity of deities, but w hether all were 
worshipped at once, by ono people, or by 
different tribes in successive generations, 
none are wise enough to toll 
Ask any of 
the natives hereabouts who m ade this mon­ 
um ent. aud the invariable answ er is a dull 
‘Quien Sabo?” (who knows?) A rchitecture, 
sculpture, painting, in all th e arts th a t em ­ 
bellish Ufo, m ust havo onco flourished in this 
evergreen forest. W arriors, statesm en, ora­ 
tors, beauty and am bition have lived here 
and passed aw ay; yet the degraded races 
which follow them do not know th at such 
things have existed! 
No rem nant is any­ 
where to be found of the forgotten city th a t 
onco stretched around the base of this pyra­ 
mid, and not even a tradition has been 
handed from fath er to son through suc­ 
cessive generations. 
You may im agine how w akeful im agina­ 
tions banished “tired n atu re’s sw eet re­ 
storer” through all th at tropic nig h t which 
we spent encam ped beneath a rustling 
group of palm s, in the shadow of the 
great altar. 
Our u n th in k in g servants 
(degenerate descendants, perhaps, of tribes 
w hich flourished 
here 
w hen tim e was 
young) slept peacefully; but, wearied as 
we were, no ham m ook nor bed of boughs 
could contain us. 
Again aud again we 
clim bed to the top of the pyram id and sat 
in silence under the solem n sky, striving, 
with every sense 
alert, to analyze th e 
m yriad voices of tho trees. But no secrets 
were w hispered—even at daw ning, when 
everything anim ate Ands a tongue, 
The 
d a rl* o ie s t gave no sign; man, beast and 
bird have deserted the dead city and left it 
to eternal solitude.

In stead of th u s a b ru p tly g reetin g 1111 
old frien d or new acq u ain tan ce, th o Ja p a ­ 
n ese sav. to tra n sla te th e m freely :

h a v in g th e pleasu re of h a n g in g m yself upon 
y our honorable oye-lids.” T h a t sounds liko 
som ething. 
A gain, w hen a young m an 
w rites to his sw eet little Jap an ese g in . aw ay 
iii Hie country, fo r in stan ce, instead of sen d ­ 
in g lier 1000 kisses, as w e h u rried an d fre t­ 
ful U nited S tates young m en do, ho w rites 
so m ew h at in th is fash io n : "D earest L um p 
of S w eetn ess—‘I am filled w ith e x cru ciatin g 
im p atien ce to reach your side.so th a t I m ay 
h a n g m yself upon y o u r bliss-dispensing, 
sugar-coated lins fo u r th o u san d six h u n ­ 
d red nnd ten m illio n tim es, an d p erhaps a 
few tim es m ore for good co u n t." 
I nm n o t sure th a t th e social custom s of 
J a p a n p erm it a young m an lo kiss his little 
b etro th ed peacfiblow Y um -Y urn th a t m any 
tim es a t one session of th e c o u rt; b u t he is 
allow ed to prom ise th a t n u m b e r of kisses 
anyw ay, an d if he is n o t in a h u rry , an d th e 
Jap an ese a re n e v er in a hurry', lie w ill do 
his best to keen his prom ise. 
In accep tin g a n in v ita tio n to d in n e r th e 
Jap an ese do n o t say: " It w ill give m e pleas­ 
u re to d ine w ith you as you su g g est." B u t: 
" I sh all h av e g re a t d e lig h t in p u ttin g m y­ 
self upou th e o u tsid e of all th o lu x u ries of 
th o season u n d e r w hich y our hospitable 
board is accustom ed to g ro a n ." T h a t is 
m erely a ireo tra n sla tio n of one of th o very 
sim plest form s of accep tin g an in v ita tio n to 
d in n e r in Jap an . 
I ra llier liko th e Jap an ese sty le of p olite 
intercourse. 
T h ere is n o th in g h u rrie d or 
a b ru p t ab o u t it. A nd it is m uch m ore pleas­ 
in g to th e e a r th a n o u r brief sty le of social 
com m unication.

"While Concord Is celeb™tin e the un­ 
rolling of the Ftatuo of W ebster every- 
thinsr th a t relates to “tile god-like Daniel,” 
or throw s new light on his life and charac­ 
ter, has a tim ely interest. Tho reader may 
be disposed to dem ur th a t W ebster’s life is a 
pretty-well explored subject,on which there 
cannot rem ain m uch th at is new to be said. 
The tru th is. however, th at while W ebster’s 
biography lias been ably w ritten, the im ­ 
mense m ass of his correspondence, botii per­ 
sonal and political, has never yet seen Hie 
light, probably never will. It is in the pos­ 
session of a Boston gentlem an, who esteems 
the custody of it as a great privilege and 
honor, and who has kindly perm itted a rep­ 
resentative of T h e G l o b e to inspect it, 
*nd m ake several striking extracts there­ 
from, The letters w ritten by and to Daniel 
W ebster in the course of his long public lifo 
Include, of course, the autographs of a 
very 
largo 
num ber 
of 
the 
most 
em inent of 
his 
contemporaries. 
Tho 
bulky volum es from which this article is 
prepared contain letters from and to Presi­ 
dents T yler and Fillm ore, from H enry Clay, 
from Josiali R andall of Pennsylvania(father 
9f Sam uel .J. 
Randall), from Thaddeus 
Stevens, W illiam H. Seward, Edw in M. 
Stanton, from Abbott Lawrence (as our m in­ 
ister at London), from Sir Henry Buhvcr, 
tho British m inister at W ashington, and 
Rom nearly all tho leading W higs of New 
E ngland, including such m en as Edw ard 
E verett. Levi Lincoln, Benjamin H allett, 
Charles J. Devens, and others prom inent in 
the W hig councils of those days. From such 
a vast storehouse of deeply interesting lit­ 
erature T h e G l o b e can only cull a few 
choice specimen letters today. Tho selec­ 
tions will bo necessarily m ade at random , 
and w ithout any attem pt at an orderly his­ 
torical narrative. 


Jl«*nry Clny W ro te to M r. W eb ster 


a long letter from hish o m ein Ashland, Ky„ 
on August 27, 1832, iii regard to the State 
election which had recently been held and 
tho causes of his party’s cefeat. This Mr. 
Clay attributed to tho extrem e m easures 
taken by the opposing party, and "an irrup­ 
tion of Tennessee voters who cam e to tho 
polls in some of our border counties. 
Last 
year official ietu rn so f all the voters in all 
the counties were made to form a basis for 
tho periodical adjusttnentof the ratio of our 
representation. 
Iii some of these border 
counties in tho recent election I understand 
th at Hie Jackson m agnates exceeded tho 
whole num ber of tho voters According to 
those return®.” 
In concluding tho w riter referred to tho 
Banks’ veto and its attending causes, and 
closed as follows: 
I hope th at our friends abroad will see rn 
our election th a t the bad issue of it has 
been neutralized by the good, and th at they 
will derivo from it fresh m otives to sparo 
no exertions to save the country. 
I rem ain alway, faithfully your friend.

Mr. Clay’s 
letters grow Jess and loss frequent, and 
finally drop out entirely. We all know why. 
Clay and W ebster from being friends and 
colleagues became opponents aud rivals.

was then in Europe, too, and am ong tlieso 
letters we find one from him to Mr. W ebster, 
dated at Rome, Ju n e 24, 1839, as follows: 
"Allow mo to give you joy on this occa­ 
sion and to say how happy I am as an 
American to know th at you are in England. 
It has happened to mo to see English so­ 
ciety quito widely and to enjoy in no mod­ 
erate m easure th a t hospitality which it un­ 
derstands so well. I can truly say th at 
your distinguished nam e has gone before 
you, and th at you will find large num bers of 
the best people wlto will be anxious to 
slake your acquaintance. Lord Lansdowne 
Mid Holland inquire of me about you with 
treat interest. Lord Fitzw illiam lias the 
Bist volume of your speeches in his tibrary 
md ho told mo w ith w hat pleasure ho had 
read your discourse atP lyniouth. . . . Re­ 
newing my salutations and w ishing you 
treat joy in Europe.

Tho correspondence aifords m any evi­ 
dences of Mr. W ebster’s enjoym ent of 
III* E u iflla li E x p e rie n c e * , 
find tho following tetter, iii his own hand­ 
writing throughout, addressed to his friend 
Mr. Tieknor of Boston, gives a good idea of 
bis zest as a traveller: 
L o w t h e r C a s t l e . August 21, 1839. 
M y D e a r Si r —You will be glad to hear 
that we have found tim e to get a snatch a t 
m e scenery of the lakes, w ith which you 
are so well acquainted, and which Mrs. T. 
and yourselt have so lately visited. 
Ue 
thought of you o itcn . . . . 
We . . . . 
have seen enough to convince us there is 
m uch of beauty an d som ething of sublim ity 
in its m ountain dalo and lake. 
Altogether 
Inteiestm g and striking in a high degree. 
They are striking to us, who have seen 
higher m ountains and broader lakes. Mf. 
W adsworth iii his description of tho lakes 
has said.with very great tru th ; “I Hunk that 
sublim ity in ttiese tilings does n ot depend 
entirely either on form or size, but much also 
on the positive relation of objects and their 
capability of being thoroughly influenced 
by Hie changes of light and shade.” Ho 
m ight have added, I think, th at a certain 
unexpected disproportion, a sudden start­ 
ing up of these rough, bold m ountains, 


hanging over the sweet, tranquil lakes be­ 
low in. th e form s and w ith the power of 
giants, produced aconsiderable part of the 
effect. 
But, although we have enjoyed the 
scene m uch, some things h ive been inaus­ 
picious. We did not s e e W adsworth, as lie 
was not at home, and although not far off 
we did not find it convenient to aw ait ilia 
return. 
We regretted tis is tho more as wo 
iu d Hie pleasure of m aking his acquaint­ 
ance in London, where we met, him several 
tim es and were quite delighted w ith hun.so 
w e were OOI to rabic to determ ine tho am ount 
of. our loss iii liiis-imr him at Amblesidc. 
You will have noticed that lie has lately 
received an L I. D. from Oxford, The same 
honor was conferred at the same lim e on 
Hie Earl of Ripon and other distinguished 
persons, and those persons were cheered 
w ith some heartiness as their nam es wore 
announced. 
B ut when \V adsworth 6 was 
proclaim ed tho theatre rang with the most 
tem pestuous applause. Among tile Oxoni­ 
ans, genius and poetry carr ed *t over power 
and politics. Probably, too, there existed 
not o n ly high regard for his private worth 
and the good tendencies of his writings, 
hut a feeling th at injury had been done him 
long ago iii a certain quarter. Nor did we 
see Southey. He was m arried, as you will 
have seen, about two m onths ago! and 
though low spirits be not of course t he com­ 
mon consequence of such enterprises, yet 
if “post hoc ego propter boc” be go.xl logic 
ins case is an exception to the general rule. 
Ho lins been quite sad anti m elancholy ever 
since lie became the happy bridegroom 
Our friends iii London advised us not tocail 
on him. I left your letter. Perhaps it might, 
gladden his heart to hear from you when lie 
returned. 
Finally, we have had had w eather for our 
visits here. Clouds, mists and pouring rain 
have constituted the succession of atm os­ 
pheric operations. However, we had great 
am ends the afternoon we entered Kerwick, 
when the sun came out in happy moments 
and poured a hood of light on tho green 
dalo and tim smooth lakes. So m uch for 
Hie country of the lakes which we have 
very m uch enjoyed. 
\\ o came to tilts place on an invitation re­ 
ceived in London, and have boun most bos- 
pitahly and kindly entertained. You know 
all about tim castle. Due may say safely of 
it w hat Mr, Mason said of his house iu 
Portsm outh, th at it is a com fortable shelter 
from tho weather. We go lienee to Scot­ 
land mot to tile tournam ents). 
I expect to 
see Mr, L ockhart som ewhere near the Falls 
of Clyde. Our route will be from Glouces­ 
ter to Edinburgh, perhaps with a little in­ 
term ediate bend northw ard, aud then to Lon­ 
don, along the north roan. We have not 
tim e to see anything as it ought to ho seen.

The Honorable Daniel W ebster. 
Here and there, scattered through til is 
mass of letters, we corno across one iii Web­ 
ster’s own handw riting, w ritten to some 
friend, to whom ho poured out his tears of 
tho.com ing coil Hint between tin* sections 
over slavery. Following is a good sample 
of t his ( lass of letters. Tho nam e of the 
gentlem an to whom it was sent need not bo 
given.

Then, as now, there was 
strong sym pathy in Hits country with the 
unfortunate victim s of E nglish m isrule in 
Ireland, and 
^ m lth O 'lt r lm rand III* A s s o c ia te * 
were regarded as m artyrs. W ebster, in the 
nam e of tho U nited States governm ent, 
had urged clem ency UDon the British gov­ 
ernm ent.

the following long letter from him to Mr. 
Webster has a pointed interest just at this 
tim e when the long struggle of Ireland for 
liberty and self-governm ent seems to bo 
culm inating in success:

The italics in which Hie last paragraph of 
tho above letter is printed are put in by T he 
G l o b e , by way of calling attention to tho 
curious coincidence which m ade Mr. Web­ 
ster use a phrase—"Hum'‘this letter”—which 
has sinco become very famous in Hie poli­ 
tics of tho country. Mr. Blamo seems to 
have been rn unconscious plagiarist. 
Among tho most frequent of the signa­ 
tures found am ong these letters is that of 
.Sir IL L. Bulwer, the British m inister at 
W ashington, who evidently had form ed a 
strong regard for tho groat American secre­ 
tary of state. Tile San Juan boundary ques­ 
tion and the troubles of Hie mosquito re­ 
public were the subjects on which Bulwer 
wrote at great length. The tone in which he 
addressed Mr. W ebster is sufficiently shown 
by the closing passage of a letter w ritten to 
Mr. W ebster bv Mr. Bulwer on Juno 14, 
1851. as follows:

Derby’s adm inistration I sought an inter­ 
view w ith laird Malmesbury, and learned 
th at he could not, with propriety, interfere 
in so delicate a m atter, as ho was connected 
by m arriage w ith Sm ith O’Brien, his lord­ 
ship's brother having m arried O’Brien’s 
sister.

I further 
told Ii is lordship th at I could not agree with 
him that bad feelings could iii any event 
bo created between tho two countries by 
such a pardon as was askted for. Iii case 
these prisoners should be pardoned, I felt 
confident tho Irish, w hether iii Ireland or 
any other part of Hie world, would receive 
it as nu act of mercy on tho p>rt of ll.

it. I have reason to believe Lord Derby ex­ 
pressed to mo tho opinion of the cabinet 
m inisters.

utes: when this la done have u q u a rto f 
boiling m ilk ready arui ten hard crackers

new art. It is. however, in reality, a vory 
old art revived, and the finest specimens 
which have over been produced are of Hie 
cinquo cento or sixteenth century period, 
the handiw ork of Benvenuto Cellini. These 
are 
generally executed in tho precious 
m etals—although copper, iron and steel 
were also used at this tim e—and consist of 
cups, vases, shields, etc. Cellini carried the 
art into Franco, where he executed several 
designs for Francis I. for the palace at Fon- 
tainbleau. For a long tim e ho was unri­ 
valled as a m etal chaser; bu t ho h asb een 
nearly equalled by several modern artists 
in Franco, especially M, Antoine Vechte. 
who settled in England, and bas brought 
the art to a degree of excellence nearly 
equal to th at of tho Italian school iu tho 
sixteenth century. 
Contrary to tho first im pressions which 
ono would have of w orking on m etal, this 
work is extrem ely easy, ( lean, and not at 
all tiresome. It has a fascination quito m 
advance of tho fancy work w ith which 
ladies usually occupy their tim e, giros a 
certain am ount of m uscular exercise nm! 
develops an artistic taste. Tho following 
directions for doing this work are taken 
from a little volum e by H enri Clariso on 
“A m ateur Art” :

eighths of an inch thick and at least 
an inch larger on all sides than the h r-•hs. 
It is well to have it m ade ut least tw enty 
i n c h e s s q u a r e , so that it can be used several 
tim es by being planed off and for any sized 
pieco up to eighteen inches square. 
Lay tho brass on the hoard, aud w ith a 
bradawl m ake holes in tho board close to 
Hie edge of tho brass and at intervals of 
front three to four inches; put Hie screws 
throughthe washers aud screw them Into tho 
lull os till tho washers clam p tho briss in 
place. Bo careful to select a piece of soft 
brass and have it large enough to have suf­ 
ficient m argin, as it m ay cause trouble in 
working up lf too small. 
Select your pattern, and lay the tracing 
p a p e r between the brass, pinning it with 
thum b tacks to the wood outside the brass. 
Be sure th a t the nattern comes in Hie 
right nlaee on tho brass, so that attor being 
traced you have left an equal m argin of 
brass on all sides of tlio paper. 
W ith iv 
sharp lead pencil go over the pattern, and 
when every lino is m arked, rem ove tho 
pattern and tracing paper, when von will 
find tlio pattern all traced in tho brass. 
You are now ready for work.

pousse punch (Nos. I or 2 for straight 
lines. Nos. 8 or 4 for a short curve, op No. I 
for

Be particular th at tile sepa­ 
rate m arks do not show, hut look rather 
like one continuous, evenly m arked out­ 
line. T ake care, also, not to strike hard 
enough to cut through the brass, as th at 
would m ar the finish when completed. 
Now select a “m atting” tool. Nos. 6 or (J 
look bettor for larger pieces, and No. 7 ior 
sm all work. 
Beginning near tho outline 
which is nearest the edge of the brass, and 
follow tins around, using tiffs tool for the 
background and pounding from the edgo 
towards the figure, which will raise tho 
figure higher than pounding the other w ar. 
By m aking the m arks on tho background 
close together the figure is given a stronger 
relief and is more effective. 
After tho background is all ’m atted, go 
once more over tho outline of the figure 
w ith the tracing tools. This will m ake the 
background fiat, aud tho figure will stand 
out in liigh relief. Tho pounding is now 
com pleted, and, after tho screws are re­ 
moved, the m etal is ready to bo polished, 
lacquered, and m ade into shape, which ono 
can do oneself or havo done by anv tinm an 
or brass finisher. It is surprising w hat artis­ 
tic work can bo dono in a few hours, with 
no other instruction than that given above. 
W ith a sheet, of brass or copper, and the few 
sim ple tools described, very lively tilings 
may bo m ade in Hie Way of placques, trays, 
caudle sticks, sconces, etc.

Only a few 
were adm itted into the m ansion at a tirno 
in order th at tho confusion, if auy, m ight 
be outside, not inside.

T H E M A N A N D T H E C H I L D . 


T w o D e lig h tfu l I*ortrralt* T a k e n fro m 
M im tn tiir ’* “ R o m a n c e o f th e L ille * .“ 
One night in an obscure village on the 
coast of Maine, the pure young wife of un 
absent sea captain is startled by the appear­ 
ance of an erring schoolm ate, who, having 
deserted her hom e two years before, now 
returns repentant to find tho doors of ber 
fath er’s house closed agaifist her. 
(tho 
comes to Hie homo of her old playm ate to 
die. T hrough the shock of this sad event, 
the daughter of the good wom an is born 
w ith tho face of her unfortunate friend. 
On tiffs curious assum ption Mr. M ontague 
has built up a charm ing and powerful 
story. Tlio central character is the young 
girl, herself un em bodim ent of innocence 
and light-hearted joy, destined to play a 
strange part, unconsciously, by reason of 
her novel inheritance. 
It is a powerful 
story, but not a gloomy ono, and is perme­ 
ated throughout witli a delightful rom ance. 
For this p art of the work, liowover. there 
is univ space for tiffs incidental m ontiou, 
lost tho reader’s enjoym ent of Hie pleas­ 
antly-w ritten story of the love between 
"tnn man and the child” lie forestalled. It 
is the dram atic elem ents of the plot th at 
now’ deserve m ention. W hat seems in tho 
first part of Hic story to bo the natural and 
patriotic death of M adeline Perham , the 
first "Lily of the Valley,” turns out unex­ 
pectedly, when tho truth is known, to havo 
neon a death by violence. Sensationalism 
is not one of Hie elem ents of tho story, aud 
no effort is m ade to en large upon this topic; 
there was not even a m ystery to begin with,

Ho learns everything ex­ 
cept the m ost im portant fact—the nam e oi 
tho m an wlto is supposed to have betrayed 
lier. Never dream ing th at this m an is him­ 
self he rushes home, confronts his wile, 
and mad w ith jealously, denounces her. 
Unable to appease his suspicions, she"runs 
away from him in New Y ork hack to her 
father's house in the obscure village on the 
Maine coast. 
She finds the doors shut 
against her, and w anders about the lonely 
roads on a w inter n ight till silo finds her­ 
self at Hie house of her old school friend, 
Mrs. Bath row. T hither lier husband fol­ 
lows her, insane w ith jealous rage. To tell 
it in Iris words:

him , behind him and at all possible points 
of vantage, were ranged vessels, large and 
email, yachts known the world around, and 
steam shins. too, Tieing cadi w ith the other, 
and all among them selves, as to which 
should m ake the loudest noise, the m ost 
conspicuous dem onstration in honor of a 
departing friend, orator, preacher, p atrio t 
Looking from the deck of my little craft, 
I saw w ith but a glance m illions upon 
m illions of dollars floating in m aterial 
shape in the dark, bounding billows, and 
said to myself, “with w hat lavish hands 
Americans provide for their own entertain­ 
m ent, their own selfish enjoym ent and the 
hospitality of their fam ilies and friends.’' 
[Tho ownership bf a first-class yacht, 
gracefully lined, perfect in all m arine ap­ 
pointm ents, gorgeous in decorations, is the 
very sum m it of the extravagance of today.] 


N o n e b a t T r i p le M illio n n a ir e s 
can afford to build, to own, to m aintain a 
first-class yacht. 
Jam es Gordon Bennett, Jay Gould and 
Mr. Astor own the largest, the sw iftest, the 
best, and it m ay be asserted w ithout chal­ 
lenge th at $100,000 a year is this side of 
the expense to each of the m en nam ed in 
the line of yacht recreation alone. 
I have 
looked with some curious interest at the 
developm ents in the line of yachting (lur­ 
ing the past ten years, and it appears to me 
to l>e th e direct and norm al outgrow th of a 
lo re of horses th at bas been for twenty-five 
years past a m arked feature in the exist­ 
ence of our very wealthy men. 
Tho first m an of note to own high-prieod 
horses was Robert Bonner, editor and pro­ 
prietor of tho Ledger. 
Mr. Bonner has done so many things of 
public interest, has set so many good exam ­ 
ples in the way of manly developm ent.that I 
peed but m ention his nam e to secure iii the 
m inds of thousands an instant indorsem ent 
of my theory that tho country owes more to 
him than to any dozen men nam eable for a 
healthful developm ent of the love of horses. 
Following iu his train come the Lori I lards, 
the Jeromes, the Belmonts, some of whom 
have gone into nothingness, as the smoke 
that curls from the fiery furnace m ingles 
with the blue beyond and is forgotten, nut 
•■ach in his day stood em inent among hts 
fellows. 
During the reign of Tweed and his gang 
In 18158 to 1,878, there were at least 500 
Bien — politicians, sports, 
rounders who 
c wncd horses th at cost all the wav from 
51000 to $10,000, in the city of Now York. 
They. too. h are very largely gone; m any 
are dead. all have disappeared nom the 
surface of alia ira. 
It may be said th at the first indication of 
unusual prosperity am ong a certain class of 
m an is 
T h e P u r c h a s e o f a l l a r s e ) 
second, the joining of a fashionable club; 
third, the rental or buying of a yacht. We 
have gone through these three grades in tho 
last twenty-five years, and now it would ap­ 
pear to be the norm al sequence—horses, 
clubs, yachts,And. until som ething new de­ 
velops, m ankind hereabouts will follow 
this cast-iion procedure. From the fashion 
of horse-ow ning came the establishing t of 
Jerom e Park race track, 
the Brighton 
Beach, the fciheepsheati and the Monmouth 
tracks. 
Why. do you know th at on occasions 
20.000 men and women go to Jerom e Park 
to seo a race? 
Do you know th at as many as 50,000 peo­ 
ple have gone down to brighton beach sim­ 
ply to bee a race? 
it secured for the great m ajority nothing 
m ore than a day’s outing, a brilliant specta­ 
cle aud an exciting ten m inutes, but to hun­ 
dreds and thousands It m eant tho loss of 
tim e, tem per, more money than they could 
abord to lose. Why, here at Brighton on 
W ednesday of this week pools costing $5 to 
enter paid on one horse $218 50. so th at an 
investm ent of $100 brought in to men of 
m oderate means enough to pay their ex­ 
penses for the sum m er. But how about 
thoso w ho bought tile other horses, for the 
one which w on was not ex] e ted to win. 
It is 
estim ated 
th at som ething like 
$ 200,000 changed hands on th at occasion. 
W here one man wins IOO lose. From this 
love of horseflesh also grew the establish­ 
m ent of 
P o lo m id K in d r e d S p o r t! . 
How many heads, legs, arm s have been 
broken in th at aport? W ho can tell? Like 
other crazes it had its day and now is done 
tor tho tim e, to be revived doubtless some 
other time. It would be an im pertinence to 
raver at detail upon the am usem ents of any 
individual except a m an like Mr. Bonner, 
for instance, who takes pride and pleasure 
in showing to his friends, and the public 
for that m atter, his m agnificent stables 
w ith their unequalled, unsurpassable con­ 
tents. 
It is quite w ithin bounds to say th at Mr. 
Bonner has spent more than a m illion dol­ 
lars in horses in the past tw enty-live years 
and bis exam ple bas been followed, a long 
way off of course, by other m en of m eans 
The Vanderbilts, father and son. not tho 
present generation at all. for I believe thoro 
Is not a liv in g V anderbilt who owns a 
horse worth m entioning, had horses ranging 
from the common carriage stock up to th at 
crowning star of celerity Maud S. Club life 
is a natural outgrow th of this love of flesh 
and the desire on the part of rich and un­ 
educated men to enjoy them selves in some 
undomestic, away-from-home m anner. 
l i e n e e tile C lu b s o f S e w Y o r k . 
They are m ultifarious and m ultiform . 
W e have clubs for snobs, clubs for literary 
and artistic developm ents, clubs for social 
recreation, clubs for gam bling, clubs for 
ont-door sports. 
Tho Union Club has no 
very enviable status. M any of its m em bers 
are fossilized decrepits.w ho sit w ith leering 
longing in the window, follow ing w ith dis­ 
gusting em phasis the graceful m ovem ent of 
every pretty girl who passes. 
It is unfortu­ 
nately fruitful in scandal, and about the 
nam es of many of its m ost prom inent m em ­ 
bers circle reports by no m eans flattering to 
their heads, their hearts, their pockets. 
The Union League Club was the outgrow th 
of a patriotic sentim ent in th e early days of 
the war. but as it grew it tie cam e cum ber 
Borne, and while in its m em liersnip are 
very, very m any men of w orth, th ere are 
also a very host of political bum s, toadies, 
parasites, place hunters and public pap 
suckers. 
The Lotus C lub was born of an honest de­ 
sire in the m inds of a dozen young w riters 
to establish a home for literary and artistic 


club th at has been In existence about a 
year, the Mohican Club, which lins rooms 
over Brown’s world-renowned chop-house 
on Twenty-seventh street. 
Its m em ber­ 
ship thus far is confined alm ost exclusively 
to m em bers of tho journalistic and dra­ 
m atic field®. 
W ithout a dollar of debt, 
money in tho bank and two score of appli­ 
cants for admission, it looks to me as if it is 
a club w ith a future, and if it avoids the 
rock of flippant fashion on tho one hand, 
and idiotic credit and trust to im pecunious 
m em bers on the other, there is no reason 
w hy it should not in tim e rival the Century 
Club, which is par excellence the club of 
the City of New York, w ith nothing to 
gain, solid, substantial, of good repute, 
with the best m en in letters, in law, in 
literature of every kind anxiously coveting 
opportunity to join the charm ed circle of 
its mem bership. 


T h e C lu b ! and R ic h M en. 
All the cluiis m entioned are sought by 
rich men. 
We have some rich m en here of 
versatile talents. It ie by no m eans cer­ 
tain, although it is a fair inference, that a 
m an of m uch money is narrow-gauged, com­ 
petent to do two things only, m ake and 
hold, for some of our w ealthiest m en were 
bora with natu ral good sense, and as they 
m ade money they took pains to give their 
fam ilies som ething beside gold and purple 
bindings, 
som ething 
besides 
nodding 
plum es and dragging trails, som ething be­ 
sides flashing diam onds and rustling silks. 
They gave them education and took part of 
it for them selves, so th a t when they have 
the Bolid foundation of capital beneath 
their feet, they are not the more conspicu­ 
ous in their ignorance and itching for dis­ 
play, but rath er the more potent in their 
extended range of inform ation, their public 
spirit and their desire to benefit their fellow­ 
man. 
Rich men don't seek m em bership in tho 
Press Club. 
They couldn’t gel it if they did. 
No invitations, however, are more eagerly 
sought by the nouveaux riches, by political 
aspirants, by blatant demagogues, by the 
good and pure am ong our successes in 
politics than those em anating from the 
Press Club. No entertainm ents are more 
quickly, more generously patronized or 
sought than thoso given by the Press Club, 
and an indorsem ent by th a t club of any 
m an or any m easure m eans certain success 
to one and the other. Tile poorest, the 
hum blest, the least conspicuous w orker in 
this broad vineyard is sure of one kind of 
reward, if not pecuniary income. Thirteen 
dead journalists m oulder in the Press Club 
plot. Tile instant it was m ade known th at 
the Press Club desired to pay deserved 
homage to th eir departed friends, securing 
to them decent sepulture, from every sec­ 
tion of the country, from the highest and 
the best, tho noblest and tho truest came 
words of cheer and checks of generosity. 
Thank heaven the flippant fopperies th at 
dangle from the windows of our uptown 
clubs, flirting and giggling, and dancing 
like so m any idiots along tho gaudy high­ 
way of fashionable existence, have no part 
or parcel in the Press Club, nor has tho 
Press Club any interest in them save to pin 
them w ith the shaft of ridicule upon the 
wall of universal contem pt. 


Y a c h tin g R e ce iv e d It* F ir s t Im pu lse. 
in m y judgm ent, toward its present m arvel­ 
lous developem ent when Jam es Gordon 
Bennett, Sr., bought a steam boat w ith 
which to scour the outlying miles of ocean 
for incom ing ships, bringing 
European 
news. His son, the present proprietor of 
the Herald, was a favorite with the captain 
of tho Herald yacht, and from his boyhood 
developed a liking for tho rough and tum ­ 
ble of Hie broad blue sea. 
W hatever else may be said of the present 
Bennett, his m anliness, his love of sport, 
the tribute due him as a foremost encour­ 
ager of all m anner of out-door enjoym ents 
m ust be conceded cheerfully, enthusiasti­ 
cally. 
As ho grew in years, he w anted som ething 
of his own, and he bought yacht after yacht. 
I rem em ber the H enriette, the Dauntless, 
but in addition to those he had, when a 
m ere lad, sloops, schooners and so on until 
lie came up to tho piano whereon he stands 
today, the owner of two of the largest,hand- 
somest, fleetest, m ost extravagantly fitted 
yachts in the world. Twenty years ago, 
other rich m en, or sons of rich mon, vied 
w ith B ennett in yachting extravagances. 
The yacht clubs of today wore founded and 
their enterprise m arched hand in hand 
w ith science along the line of progress. 
Science In th e S h ip yard , 
science in the foundry, science along decora­ 
tive lines, u n til now it has becomo a sim ple 
question of "how m uch,” and the builder 
and the architect and tho founder turn out 
a trinn.ph of m arine architecture, sym m et­ 
rical. beautiful, tem pting to the eye, paying 
tribute to every sense, com bining elegance 
w ith safety, and com fort with speed. 
It would De as absurd to reply to a ques­ 
tion as to how much it costs to run a yacht. 
as to how m uch does it cost to keep a house. 
There are certain expenses th at can be 
astert ;,,ed to a dot: Captain so m uch, 
engin 
s so m uch, seam en so m uch, but 
the cu>t lias one chief item, nam ely, the 
am ount of entertaining done. It is no diffi­ 
cult task for Mr. Bennett to spend $10,000 
in an entertainm ent lasting but a tow' hours 
in Newport harbor, while on the otlior hand 
Mr. Astor m ight go from here to M arseilles 
for the sim ple cost of the wages of the crew', 
tho interest of the capital invested on his 
steam er,the cost of his fuel,and the expenses 
of a m oderate daily eating aud drinking. 
Ned Stokes has a very pretty yacht which 
costs him $1000 a m onth, but you can 
readily see how th at $1000 a m onth could 
be made $1000 aw eek, if he saw tit to throw 
money lavishly into th© m ouths of a score 
of people every day; and so w ith all of these 
men. Jay Gould s yacht brings him down 
from Irvington aud takes nim back daily. 
Ile has upon it a chef with a full com pli­ 
m ent of waiters, and m eals can be served, 
and are served, at the whim and caprice of 
the owner or his guests. Often lie and his 
son George are tho sole passengers on the 
boat, and it is a question in my m ind 
w hether they w ouldn’t, now th at the thing 
has become monotonous, enjoy a quicker 
ride in a parlor car. 
It is clear th a t none 
hut very rich m eu can afford to pay over 
JIO,OOO annually for the pleasure of yacht­ 
ing, but there are hundreds of little sail 
craft, tho m aintenance of which during the 
seas,in, cannot well be more than $50 a 
week, although there again comes up tho 
question of entertaining. Actors are fond 
of little yachts, although everything in tho 
boat line is now dignitied w ith the nam e of 
acbt. and uianv own com fortable sailers 
n which they often enjoy them selves, and 
som etim es don’t. 
P o in ts. 
I find in a m etropolitan journal of last 
Sunday the m ost extraordinary series of 
m isstatem ents I have m et in a long time.

'T h e things th at m ay happen to a m an, 
or the things he may do when he is Bounder 
the influence of liquor as to be on w hat Is 
generally known as a tear, are so singular 
as to be alm ost beyond belief.”

I 
put on a heavy overcoat and went up to the 
corner of C ortlandt street and Broadway 
and Blurted up town. I paid ten cent® for 
stage fare and had fifteen cents left, besides 
the tw enty-dollar bill, for which I had 
special use. T hat was ju st/th e prico of a 
cocktail, I w anted th at cocktail when I 
got un to Bond street.

Tile canvass on which so m uch depends, 
and i\ hick will ho one of the most exciting 
ever know n iu E nglish history, will not bo 
a long one, and the Issue will very likely be 
decided Before the 1st of August. It is ru ­ 
m ored th at tho dissolution will occur by 
royal proclam ation on tho 26th in st In the 
proclam ation th e Queou will order tho 
chancellor of G reat B ritain and tho chan­ 
cellor of Ireland to issue w rits of elec­ 
tion to the various counties and boroughs, 
returnable 
by a 
certain 
date. 
These 
w rits, m ost of which have been prepared 
before the proclam ation is issued, are sent 
to the slierills of counties, to the mayors of 
m unicipal boroughs as returning officers. 
and to whoever may have been appointed 
as returning officer for other boroughs. 
Polling m ust take place w ithin nine days of 
the receiving of these writs by the re­ 
turning officer, and throe days m ust elapse 
after he has issued new spaper or handbill 
notices of where Hie polls will be held. Tho 
w rits for the London boroughs w ill be re­ 
ceived by Hie returning officer on tho sam e 
dav they are issued, but some days m ust 
elapse after tho is sue before a w rit can be re­ 
ceived at such distant places as the O rk­ 
neys and .Shetland islands. In tho elections 
of 1885. for instance. Parliam ent was dis­ 
solved on Novem ber 18. The first contested 
elections took place on November 24, and 
tho la s t-fo r the O rkneys and Shetlands—on 
December 19. T aking Hie election of last 
year as a guide, should P arliam ent be dis­ 
solved on the 26tli, the first nom ination 
will take place July I : the flrst contested 
elections on Ju ly 2. The last election, fol­ 
lowing the sam e rule, will occur July “8, 
but the issue will doubtless have been de­ 
cided several days previous to tho last- 
nam ed date.

P ro vid en ce, June IO.—A story of the 
late Bishop H endricken of this diocese has 
been revealed through a brief sentence u t­ 
tered by Bishop O 'Reilly at the funeral 
service on Thursday. In the presence of 
4000 people, including two archbishops, 
six bishops and 200 priests. Bishop O’Reilly 
incidentally m entioned th at he had heard 
th at 
Bishop 
H endricken 
was 
once 
nearly m ade a m artyr a t sea for persist­ 
ing in perform ing a C hristian act, and 
th at there lived a m an in Providence, not a 
Catholic, who was instrum ental .in saving 
the bishop from being foully m urdered. 
The statem ent occasioned considerable sur­ 
prise. for although Bishop H endricken had 
ruled the see tor fourteen years and been 
a priest of tho diocese as m any more, his 
people had never heard of such an incident. 
Today a priest revealed the gentlem an re­ 
ferred to. 
It was Rov. Sam uel Davies, a 
Protestant clergym an and superintendent 
of tno Providence W orkingm an’s Home. 
To a New York World correspondent to­ 
night Mr. Davies said: 
"It is true I am Hie person m eant, but the 
bishop and I never referred to the affair in 
public, lie being very sensitive about his 
own good deeds. I have for thirty years 
regarded him as my ideal of a hero, and 
tho way I cam e to be the m eans of saving 
him from m artyrdom is this: On May 25, 
1852, I em barked 
on board tho Black 
Ball 
Lino 
ship 
Colum bia 
from Liver­ 
pool. 
Among 
the 
cabin 
passengers 
were two young priests just from M aynooth 
—F ather H endricken. who subsequently 
becamo bishop of Providence and Rhode 
Island, and F ather W alsh, who afterw ards 
becam e vicar-general of the H artford dio­ 
cese. T here were 
IOO E m igrants A board, 
penned up like pigs in the steerage, and I 
was requested to take spiritual charge 
of 
the 
Protestants, 
mostly 
from 
South 
Germ any. 
Tho Catholics num ­ 
bered about 500, Irish and Gorman. Tile 
captain of tho vessel and all his officers aud 
crew were m em bers of tile Know-Nothing 
party, the captain being a notorious leader 
and president of a lodge of Know-Nothings 
in Maine. His Hostility to Catholicism was 
so bitter that ho would not ship a m an or 
officer who was not in sym pathy w ith the 
Know-Nothing m ovem ent. He m anifested 
this hostility im m ediately he got out to sea 
bv declining to allow any Catholic services 
aboard 
lie was also rude aud uncivil to 
tho two priests at table. 
"W e had been thirteen days out when 
word was brought me that a woman was 
dying and needed spiritual com fort. 
I 
found it was a priest silo wanted, and hav­ 
ing form ed 
a friendship w ith tho two 
young priests I acquainted F ather Hon- 
dricken of the w om an’s need. The young 
m an hurried into his cabin, donned bis 
vestm ents, and was passing out with the 
eucharist 
in 
his 
hand when lie was 
confronted by tho captain, who dam ned 
him for a Papist and seized him by the 
throat, declaring 
that 
aboard his ship 
people would liavo to die w ithout d —d 
Catholic m um m ery. 
Drawing a pistol he 
threatened to shoot if a step was taken 
tow ards the spot w here the poor woman 
lay dying. 
Clasping his crucifix young 
H endricken 
replied 
th a t 
he m ust go 
to 
tho 
relief 
of 
th a t 
departing 
soul, even though his life be sacrificed. 
Livid 
w ith rage, 
the 
captain 
would 
have felled him to the earth but for the 
other priest and myself. W7e got the young 
priest away and persuaded him to refrain 
from oi>on defiance of the captain until sup­ 
per tim e, when lie could slip down, while 
we would endeavor to engage the captain 
in conversation at table. Tho ruse suc­ 
ceeded, and while tho captain, w ith coarse 
gibes and ribald jokes was declaring th at 
no Catholic rite should ever he adm inis­ 
tered aboard his boat, F ather H endricken 
was at the dying w om an’s side hearing lier 
confession aud adm inistering the sacra­ 
m ent She died w hile lie was repeating the 
final 'prayer. 
"Ju st before supper was over a sailor 
burst into tho room and inform ed the cap­ 
tain th at th at 'd—d priest had got down 
and was fixing that Irish wom an.’ Snatch­ 
ing up a pistol, tho captain sprang from the 
table, followed by the mato and purser, 
bent on destroying F ather H endricken. 
AVe ran out after them , and were in tim e to 
seo tho captain strike the priest a fearful 
blow as lie came up the hatchw ay, hurling 
him down, where lie lay stunned and bleed­ 
ing. 'Drag tho cuss up here,’ com m anded 
tile captain and his sailors, seizing tho 
prostrate priest by tile feet, dragged him up 
and flu n g him , m oaning, on the dock. We 
tried to interpose, hu t were driven back by 
the crew, all of whom were ripe for any 
order from tho cap tain 
’The d - d Papist 
shall 
N e v e r S e e N e w Y o r k A liv e ,’ 
exclaim ed he, and ho led off by planting a 
fearful kick on I ather H endricken’s head. 
The blood gushed from a ghastly wound, 
dyeing the w hite vestm ents crimson. The 
crew reflowed suit. each one stopping for­ 
ward and delivering ids heavy booted foot 
on the face or body of the now insensible 
clergym an. 
"I rushed down below and acquainted the 
Germ an Catholics of tire tragedy boing en­ 
acted on deck. Fifty veteran soldiers fol­ 
lowed mc, and we reached the sceuo in 
tim e to hear the captain tell the crew to 
throw the d—d carcase overboard. 
Tho 
men wore in the act of pushing Hie inani­ 
m ate body over tho side wheu the Germ ans 
fell upon them , felling them right and 
left, and w resting tho body fyoin thorn 
Pl! 
'M utiny, by God! exclaim ed the captain; 
but I bade him beware: th at these Ger­ 
m ans were but preventing the m urder of a 
priest, and that, if goaded to desperation 
by ins wickedness, sum m ary vengeance 
m ight be resorted to and none be left to tell 
the tale. 
At this m om ent a great commo­ 
tion urns heard in the quarter w here the 
Iris h em igrants were penned up. 
The cap­

He 
said tire instructions issued by him to cap­ 
tains bf cruisers and customs officers on 
May 7 have been cancelled, and in their 
stead these officials are now instructed to 
supply a copy of th e official circular of 
a w arning to every Am erican fisherm an 
found in Nova Scotian waters, and if, after 
twenty-four hours of receipt thereof, such 
foreign vessel is found inside the three-m ile 
lim it fishing or preparing to fish, then a 
Canadian officer is to be placed on board 
and the facts telegraphed to tho m inister 
of fisheries. Tho Am ericans will be allowed 
to buy bait or othor supplies or ship men, 
and enjoy any other com m ercial privileges, 
but they m ust not rem ain longer than 
twenty-four hours. 
Sir John A. M acdonald, the prem ier, said 
this evening: ‘"Yes, th e circular ha? been 
issued by the departm ent of fisheries, but it 
simply defines the right of custom s officers

K illing D ogs by E lectricity. 
^Electrical W orld.] 
Tho Kim berley, South Africa, Borough 
Council, on tho recom m endation of its 
electrician, Mr. R. L. Cousens, recently re­ 
solved th at in future all dogs th a t were cap­ 
tured w ithout license ticket. and no owner 
appearing 
to 
claim 
them , 
should bo 
despatched by m eans of electricity, as the 
m ethod of poisoning used previously w ashy 
no m eans effective, the brutes frequently 
lingering from half an hour to two hours 
before death ended their misery. Tho dogs 
are put into boxes, which can bo opened ut 
each end, at the bottom of which are fixed 
< n insulators two copper plates, separated 
frqgn one another by about threo indies, so 
th a t the fore fcot of the dog m ay rest on 
one plate and tire hind feet on tho other. 
To tho copper plates are fastened two wires 
w hich lead to two sw itches hanging on tho 
wall. O re of tire Brush machines, which 
lights tw enty-three of the lam ps during the 
evening, is connected with tho switches. 
Tile copper plates in the box are moistened 
w ith salt aud water, in order to secure bet­ 
tor contact between tire paws of the dog aud 
the plato*; tire dog is put into the box, tire 
ends being dosed, then when tire fore paws 
aroon the one plate and tire hinder ones on 
the other, the sw itches are dosed, and tho 
m achine is short circuited. Tire m om ent 
the short circuit is taken off the current 
goes through the body of the anim al, and it 
is instantaneously killed. Tire only tim e 
taken tip is in tire act of putting the dogs 
into the boxes and taking them out again. 
On one occasion tw enty-three dogs were 
killed in less than tho same num ber of 
m inutes.
